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The M. W. Grand Master addressed the Grand Lodge as follows : 

Brethren ; 

By Dispensation of our Supreme Grand Master, at whose rcyerential 
name, all good Masons must humbly bow, we, Brethren of the Mystic Tie, 
have, in obedience to the well-known signal for the close and opening of 
another Masonic year, returned with tidings from the West ; and are now here 
in the Grand East, like dutiful sons called home by their father, cordially greet- 
ing each other in that mysterious language, which, from its verv'nature, is not 
comprehended, nor can it be spoken, except by those whose mental vision, 
aided by our great Masonic Lights, can look far back into the past upon 
ancient pillars of Masonic Wisdom, and forward with faith and hope to that 
undiscovered country from whose bourne no traveler returns, where, if we 
appear as just and upright Masons, placed at the right hand of our Supreme 
Grand Master, we shall be fully prepared as living stones, for that spiritual 
building, that house not made with hands, eternal in the Heavens. 

This, like all other closing and opening scenes, on life’s busy stage, is one 
especially interesting and important to us of the Masonic Order, who profess to 
be guided by that hieroglyphic light which none but craftsmen ever saw, which, 
lias served as our guide through the varied and deviating paths along which we 
were once led by the guiding hand of true and trusty friends from darkness to 
the effulgent light of this Majestic Temple of ours, beautiful, and adorned on 
all sides, by the wisdom of the East, the strength of the West, and the beauty 
of the South. 

And again, the Great I AIM has kindly permitted the Masters and Wardens 
of this Grand Lodge, and of the several subordinate Lodges under its jurisdic- 
tion, to assemble in solemn convocation for the two-fold purpose of rendering 
a strict account to Him, to ourselves, and to each other, of our stewardship 
during the past year, and devising plans for the continued successful cultivation 
of this, our vigorous and prolific Masonic vineyard, so recently planted on 
these vast, rich and beautiful plains of a modern Judea. 

Fully impressed with the importance of the occasion, and of the great 
responsibility of my position, I feel that it is my duty to request all present to 
join me silently and solemnly in putting the question, to that ever truthful, 
Masonic Monitor within us, our Masonic Conscience ; — Have we or not, each 
and all of us during the Masonic year now past, strictly complied with the 
requirements of our solemn obligations, and performed faithfully all of our 
moral and Masonic duties ? 

Has your humble servant, who by your kind partiality has been elevated to 
that highest, noblest, and most dignified position on Earth, Grand Master of 
.Masons, permitted any portion of the Masonic Vineyard under his charge to 
suffer from neglect, or for want of proper instructions to the Masters of the 
work ! 

Have your Masters and Wardens under whose immediate supervision the 
workmen have been laboring performed faithfully your moral and Masonic 
(furies by teaching both by precept and example the important lessons taught 
by our beautifully impressive ceremonies, and time-honored Masonic Ritual ? 

The answer to the question relating to our obligations and duties as Masons, 
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should be proposed and answered by each member of this Grand Lodge in the 
silent, recesses of bis own heart, and due heed given to the verdict pronounced 
by those unerring judges, a mind and heart, guided by those heaven-bom prin- 
ciples, truth and justice, which arc so impressively taught and beautifully 
illustrated by the forms, symbols and classic ritual of our Ancient Order. 

The following brief account of my stewardship as Grand Master, I submit to 
this Grand Lodge with mingled feelings of anxiety and satisfaction — anxiety 
that my acts as its executive officer may meet the approbation of this Grand 
Lodge — satisfaction in hearing the gentle whisper from the still, small voice of 
conscience, “ well done, good and faithful servant, you have to the best of your 
ability, and by aid of all the Masonic Light within your reach, performed faith- 
fully the high and responsible duties of Grand Master of Masons.” 

The first of my official acts was necessarily the performance of that duty, 
which requires the Grand Master, either in person, or by proxy, to constitute, 
consecrate and dedicate new Lodges chartered by the Grand Lodge, and install 
their officers. This duty from its very nature required the appointment of 
numerous proxies ; their names are embodied in the following list of Lodges 
constituted :

It will appear that the list given above does not embrace all the Lodges 
chartered by the Grand Lodge during the last session.

In granting dispensations in the numerous instances thus presented, I have 
constantly had in view the well-known principle in Masonic law, that n Lodge 
U. D. is possessed of very limited powers, and is not entitled to representation 
in the Grand Lodge until its work has been inspected and approved, and a 
charter granted by the Grand Lodge. As your Executive, I have granted these 
dispensations, giving authority in each case to seven or more worthy Master 
Masons, recommended by the nearest chartered Lodge, in the manner and form 
recommended by this Grand Lodge, to initiate, pass and raise Free Masons, but 
not to do other business, except by my special permission. It remains for the 
Grand Lodge to determine, guided by all the combined wisdom of all the Mas- 
ters and Wardens of 185 chartered Lodges, which arc, or should he, here rep- 
resented, whether or not it is expedient to grant charters to these new Lodges, 
and thus make them legally and regularly constituted Lodges, endowed with 
their rights and privileges. 

I regret that it is so, but it is nevertheless true, that adversity, ns well as 
prosperity, has contributed to increase the number of dispensations granted du- 
ring the year. Our brethren of Iroquois, Hancock, A. W. Rawson and Mar- 
shall Lodges, have each been so unfortunate as to lose their charters ; the first 
by the hands of a thief, in the person of an unworthy Mason, the three last bv 
fire, an agent more destructive to property, but less so to Masonry, than the 
former. 

My action in granting dispensations to the above named Lodges without fee, 
will doubtless meet the approbation of my brethren of the Grand Lodge. 

In these cases, and in all others of a similar character, it would, in my opinion, 
be a legal and proper course for the Grand Lodge (for if is justified hv good 
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Masonic authority,) to authorize the Grand Secretary to issue certified copies of 
the charters formerly held by such Lodges, and thus enable them to go on with 
business, and work with as little delay as possible. 

Fairfield Lodge failed to make return and surrender her dispensation in time 
to obtain a charter during the last session of this Grand Lodge, and a new dis- 
pensation was granted without fee. 

It will appear from the above report that forty-three dispensations have been 
issued during the year, thirty-seven of which were to newly organized Lodges. 

After presenting facts so indicative of our unexampled prosperity, I regret to 
say that I am now compelled to reverse the picture, and present tQ you a few 
dark spots on the face of our otherwise bright escutcheon, in the shape of dis- 
cord and want of that brotherly love and heaven-bom charity which should 
guide every good Mason. The three cases of this class, two of which I was so 
unfortunate as to have committed to my charge at the last session of this Grand 
Lodge, and they have proved to me as interminable as cases in chancery, involve 
the necessity of a thorough, careful and judicious examination of numerous 
papers and documents by a committee. I therefore recommend that the docu- 
ments and papers relating respectively to the matter in controversy between 
Franklin and Madison Lodges, those referring to the action of the committee 
appointed by me, in conformity with a resolution of the Grand Lodge, at its 
last session, relating to Temple Lodge, and the copy of proceedings and affida- 
vits and evidence given on the trial of the Worshipful Master of Toulon Lodge 
No. 93, be referred to the Committee on Petitions and Grievances. 

By a provision of the Constitution of this Grand Lodge, it is made the duty 
of the Grand Master, or some well-informed brother by him appointed, to visit 
every subordinate Lodge, to lecture and instruct the brethren, and to correct 
such errors as may obtain among them. Thus it will appear that the Grand 
Master or the Grand Lecturers by him appointed, are required to visit over 
two hundred Lodges now organized, under charter or by dispensation in this 
jurisdiction, and yet no provision is made either directly or indirectly, to enable 
him to perform effectually this important duty. 

In order as far as possible to comply with this provision, soon after the close 
of the last year's session I appointed Brethren J. J. Huntley and William 
McMillan Grand Lecturers, authorizing them to give Masonic instruction to 
all Lodges within the jurisdiction, and delegating to them from time to time 
such special authority as seemed proper in cases requiring my personal super- 
vision, or that of my proxy. So far as I know they have both performed the 
duty assigned them faithfully, and in a manner creditable to themselves and to 
this Grand Lodge. 

Brother Huntley is still acting. He has, so far as I know, responded promptly 
to all applications for instruction from Lodges applying, and in all respects 
performed faithfully the arduous, and in some cases thankless duties of Grand 
Lecturer. 

Brother McMillan sent in his resignation to me about the first of August 
last, soon after which he was called by an untimely and melancholy death to 
render an account of his stewardship to the Supreme Grand Master above. 
He was a brother enthusiastically devoted to Masonry, an efficient and for 
the most part a correct Masonic Teacher. Whatever slight derelictions might 
have marred lightly his outward deportment, those who knew him personally 
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and Masonically, can bear witness with me, that the impulses' of his warm and 
sensitive nature were true to the moral and even religious principles and pre- 
cepts of our Order. 

The Reports of the Brethren above named arc in many respects important, 
especially as to the condition in which they found and left the several Lodges 
which they visited. I therefore recommend that these reports together with 
other documents and papers relating to the same subject be placed at the dis- 
posal of tho Committees on Chartered Lodges, and Lodges U. D., w ith the 
view, especially, of having these Committees determine if some of the many 
departures on the part of Subordinate Lodges from the rules laid down in the 
Ancient Landmarks and by this Grand Lodge, do not require more attention 
from this Grand Body, than it has heretofore given to such cases. 

By a resolution of this Grand Lodge now operative, it is also provided that 
answers to questions on Masonic law and usage submitted to the Grand Mas- 
ter shall be kept and published. 

In order that the Grand Secretary may have all the papers and documents 
requisite to enable him to obey, as he will most implicitly, this and all other 
orders from this Grand Lodge or its Grand Master, I have here subject to his 
order, letters, copies of letters, sheets and half sheets, upon which he will find 
legibly if not elegantly written these questions and answers, to the number at 
least of hundreds, if not thousands, which I willingly place at his disposal, 
believing, that the task can be accomplished by our present Grand Secretary, 
who, noted as he is for bis industry, energy and perseverance, will doubtless 
comply with this, as with all other resolutions of this Grand Lodge, in time for 
publication. 

I am aware, Brethren, that it is the usual practice for Grand Masters to give 
in their annual reports a brief synopsis of the most important questions and 
answers upon points of Masonic Law, and if it were not for the fact that tho 
spirit, and in most instances the very words of my replies to questions upon 
this subject are in print, and in the hands of the brethren, I should feel that it 
was my duty to continue this practice, which, as a general rule, is, doubtless, a 
good one. 

There is one other subject to which I feel it my duty to call the attention of 
this Grand Lodge, especially requiring immediate action on the part of this 
and every other Grand Lodge interested in sustaining an old principle in 
Masonic jurisprudence. 

I refer now to the unfortunate dissatisfaction which has arisen on the part of 
some of the Lodges in Canada, towards the Grand Lodge of England, resulting 
in their disavowing further allegiance to it, and in the organization of the 
Grand Lodge of Canada, which as these Lodges contend, is regularly and 
legally constituted. On the contrary , tho best Masonic authorities, and the 
decisions of Grand Lodges in this country, so far as they have taken action, 
have decided against its legality and refused to recognize its authority and the 
legality of the organization of the Lodges claiming to he properly and legally 
chartered by it. It is an important question for this Grand Lodge to decide, if 
or not, its Subordinates shall recognize and admit Masons into their Lodges 
hailing from these Lodges, now in a state of rebellion, and disclaiming all fur- 
ther allegiance to their parent Grand Lodge. 

I recommend that that subject be referred to a special or some standing 
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committee, with directions that they report some plan of action before the 
close of this session. 

Having already occupied more of the valuable time of this Grand Lodge 
than I had intended, I will now close this necessarily imperfect account of my 
official acts during the year, and crave indulgence but for a moment longer, 
whilst I detail to you briefly the result of my experience whilst acting as your 
executive officer, and the effect produced by devoting all one’s energies of body, 
mind and heart during a whole year to investigations regarding the history, 
origin and nature of Ancient Free Masonry. 

I say then, beloved Brethren, and the sentiment comes from the deep recesses 
of a true and honest heart, the past year which has, by me, been devoted prin- 
cipally to Masonry, has been the most profitable, satisfactory, and happily spent, 
of my whole life. 

The Deputy Grand Master in tiie Ciiair.

T. J. Pickett, for printing the proceed- 
ings of the last Grand An. Communication, was presented and referred 
to the Committee on Finance and Accounts. 

The Grand Secretary, pursuant to the order of the Grand Lodge at 
its last Grand Communication, presented a code of by-laws for the 
government of Lodges, which, on his motion, was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Masonic Jurisprudence, with authority to make such altera- 
tions as said committee may deem proper. 

M. W. Bro. Herrick, from the committee appointed at the last session 
of the Grand Lodge, to prepare a revised Constitution, Laws and Reg- 
ulations, submitted a Report, W. Bro. Bird dissenting, which was 
accepted. 

On motion of W. Bro. Buck, 

The Report was laid on the table, and made the special order of the 
day, immediately after the election of officers, on to morrow. 

M. W. Bro. Lavely offered the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That the last paragraph of the Constitution be repealed, for the 
purpose of being fully enabled to receive, act on and adopt such amendments, in 
whole or in part, as may be proposed at the next Grand Annual Communication. 

Resolved , That, in order to adopt a full and complete new set of by-laws, at 
the next Grand Annual Communication, Section 16 of the By-Laws be repealed. 

On motion of M. W. Bro. Hobbs, 

Said resolutions were laid on the table, and made the special order 
of the day. immediately after the election of Grand officers.

The Grand Master elect announced that the Grand Treasurer and 
Grand Secretary had filed their bonds, with approved security. 

The Grand Lodge having called from labor, was formed in procession 
by the Grand Marshal, preceded by a band of music, and marched to 
the Baptist Church, where the installation services were appropriately 
performed by Grand Master Herrick, and an elegant oration was 
delivered by R. W. Bro. Hosmer A. Johnson. 

The Grand Lodge then returned to Masonic Hall, when the Grand 
Lodge was called to labor, and the newly installed Grand Master was 
saluted in ample form. 

The Grand Master addressed the Grand Lodge as follows : 

Brethren of the Grand Lodge: 

In assuming the responsible position, where you in your wisdom have seen 
proper to place me, I do so, feeling somewhat distrustful of mv abilities to dis- 
charge the important duties which will necessarily devolve upon me, and in 
the discharge of those duties, I shall endeavor to follow in the footsteps of my 
illustrious predecessors, and shall at all times be more than willing to receive 
from them counsel and advice. I hope the Brethren will not expect perfection 
in the discharge of my duties, for to err is human, and if I should err, in the per- 
formance of some of those duties, it will be an error of the head, and not of the 
heart. 

To my associates in office, I would say, let us have unanimity of action ; 
and, during the year let us endeavor to elevate the standard of Masonry in our 
State, and let it not be said of us at the close of the year, that we have lowered 
our already high position as a Grand Lodge. I cannot but express a feeliugof 
pride, at being the youngest Grand Master who has had the honor to preside 
over this Grand Lodge, and in retiring from my position, I shall hope that my 
official acts will meet with your approval, and that I shall have merited the 
honor thus conferred. 

M. W. Bro. Hobbs, from the Committee on the Library, submitted 
the following report, which was adopted : 

To the M. W. Grand Lodge of Illinois : 

The undersigned, Chairman of the Library Committee, asks leave to report, 
that no funds have been placed in the hands of the committee to purchase hooks, 
and therefore no purchases have been made. Upon conference with a similar

Your Committee would further report that they find the following irregular- 
ities in the work and returns of the following named Lodges, to wit : 

Occidental No. 40 conferred two degrees on one day, and one two days after- 
wards on the same candidate. If this w ork w r as done U. D. of the M. W. 
Grand Master, such dispensation should have been sent in with the returns. 

Caledonia No. 47 demitted an E. A., which is wrong ; Master Masons only 
can demit. 

Benevolent No. 52 does not show date of reception of petitions. 

Trio No. 57 is not signed by the W. M. and Secretary. m 

Fellowship No. 89 and Cass No. 23 do not give the date of their work. * 

Rising Sun No. 115 remitted Grand Lodge dues, on account of three indigent 
members, which is wrong; resolution 19 applies only to Subordinate Lodge 
dues. 

De Kalb No. 144, Ewington No. 149, and Atlanta No. 165, initiated candi- 
dates in less than one lunar month from the time when the petitions were 
received. 

Moultrie No. 181 omits dates of work, and does not give the names of all 
candidates passed during the year. 

Dclcvan No. 156 received and acted on a petition the same day. 

ML Joliet No. 42 omits names of candidates and date of their work. 

Several of the returns arc imperfect in dates, and others are without official 
seals. 

Your Committee recommend to the Lodges a more careful observance of 
the forms required, in order that their returns to the Grand Lodge may be both 
intelligible and authentic. 

Your Committee, referring to the memorial of William Faris, W, M. of 
Eureka Lodge No. 69, Camden Mills, Rock Island Co., recommend that the 
Grand Lodge require the surrender of the charter of Eureka Lodge No. 69, 
and that W. Bro. Frazer Wilson, of Rock Island, be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to receive the same, together with the property of said Lodge, and 
hold the same subject to the direction of the M. W. Grand Master.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE GRAND LODGE 


The account of the Grand Treasurer was referred to the Committee 
on Finance and Accounts. 

On motion of Grand Secretary, 

Resolvedy That such dues as have not been paid for indigent Masons, l>e 
remitted. 

M. W. Bro. Anderson, from the Committee on Petitions and Griev- 
ances, submitted the following Report, which was read aud adopted : 

To the M. W. Grand Lodge of Illinois : — 

The Committee on Petitions and Grievances, to whom was referred so much 
of the Most Worshipful Grand Master’s Address as relates to charges preferred 
against Bro. Alexander Moncrief, the Worshipful Master of Toulon Lodge No. 
93, would respectfully report, That they have carefully examined all the evidence 
in the case, taken under the direction of the Most Worshipful Grand Master, 
and are unanimously of the opinion that the evidence fully sustains the charges, 
and that Bro. Moncrief ought to be expelled from all the rights and privileges 
of Masonry. 

Your Committee would also report that they have had under consideration 
the resolution referred to them, in relation to the case of Nathan C. Geer, who 
was expelled from Oriental Lodge No. 33, and that this is the third time the 
matter has been brought before the Grand Lodge, to wit, in 1852 and in 1853, 
on which occasions the Grand Lodge referred the matter to Oriental Lodge for 
action in the premises, and your Committee now sec no reason to disturb the 
former action of the Grand Lodge. 

Your Committee w ould recommend the adoption of the following resolutions : 

Resolvedy That Bro. Alexander Moncrief, Worshipful Master of Toulon 
Lodge No. 93, be, and hereby is, expelled from all the rights and privileges of 
Masonry, for gross unmasonic conduct. 

Resolvedy That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge, that an application to re- 
instate an expelled Mason, must in all cases be accompanied with a recommen- 
dation from the Lodge by which the Brother was expelled, Provided such Lodge 
be still in existence.

Herrick, of Laws and Regulations for 
the government of the Grand Lodge, was taken from the table, refer- 
red to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence, and laid over one 
year. 

W. Bro. Buck called up Resolution No. 7, on page 164, Appendix 
C., proceedings of 1855, and moved its adoption ; to wit : 

Resolved , That so much of section eight of the By-Laws of this Grand Lodge 
as requires the Lodges under its jurisdiction to pay the sum of forty-five cents, 
annually, for each member belonging to their Lodge, at the time* of making 
their Grand Annual Communication, be repealed. 

The question was taken by yeas and nays :

Resolvecly That a Librarian and Library Committee he appointed at each 
regular session of the Grand Lodge,

On motion of W. Bro. Reardon, 


Resolved, That Bro. A. R. Robinson he allowed thirty dollars, for his services 
as Grand Tyler at this session of the Grand Lodge. 


W. Bro. Blakesley, from the Committee on Chartered Lodges, to 
whom was referred the resolution offered by R. W. Bro. Haines, in 
relation to the removal of the place of meeting of Rising Sun Lodge, 
reported that the Committee had not sufficient evidence upon which to 
act, and reported back the resolution, and were discharged from further 
consideration of the subject. 

Voted , That the Grand Secretary be directed to call upon all chartered 
Lodges within this jurisdiction, which have failed to send in their returns or 
dues for this or any previous year, to make such returns and dues to the Grand 
Secretary within three months ; and, upon failure to do so, that he summon 
such delinquent Lodges to appear at the next regular communication of this 
Grand Lodge, to answer for such neglect. 


The Most Worshipful Grand Master appointed M. W. Breth. Hobbs 
and Anderson, and W. Bro. Buck, Committee on Library. 

There appearing to be no farther business, solemn prayer was made 
by the Grand Chaplain, and the M. W. Grand Master closed the Grand 
Lodge in ample form.

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CONSTITUTION. 

Be it Ordained — That the Grand Lodge shall consist of a Grand Master, 
a Deputy Grand* Master, Senior Grand and Junior Grand Wardens, a Grand 
Orator, a Grand Chaplain, a Grand Secretary and Deputy Grand Secretary, a 
Grand Treasurer, two Grand Deacons, a Grand Marshal, a Grand Tyler, two 
Grand Stewards, a Grand Sword Bearer, a Grand Pursuivant, the Master and 
Wardens for the time being, of the several Lodges under the jurisdiction of 
this Grand Lodge, all Past Grand Officers of this Lodge, and all Past Masters 
of Regular Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, who continue 
members of any regular Lodge. 

This Grand Lodge, so to he organized, shall be styled and known by the 
name of “The Grand Lodge of Illinois, of Ancient Free and Accepted 
Masons.” 

The Grand Lodge shall hold Annual Communications ; and the Grand Mas- 
ter, or his Deputy, in case of his absence, may, on very urgent occasions, call 
special meetings. 

When any officer of a Subordinate Lodge cannot attend the Grand Lodge, 
he may depute any brother, being of equal rank, or superior to himself, to act 
for him in the Grand Lodge ; and such deputation shall be under the hand and 
seal of the brother deputing. When the Master and Wardens of any Subor- 
dinate Lodge depute the same brother to represent them, he must have attained 
at least the rank of Past Master. 

Past Grand officers may hold offices in Subordinate Lodges, and this shall 
not deprive them of any privilege they might claim in the Grand Lodge as Past 
Grand Officers. 

The Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Senior and Junior Grand War- 
dens, Grand Secretary, Grand Treasurer, Grand Orator, Grand Chaplain, and 
Grand Tyler, shall be annually elected by ballot, on the second day of each 
Annual Grand Communication, and they shall be installed into their respective 
offices before the adjournment of the Grand Lodge, and shall hold the same 
until their successors shall be duly elected and installed, and all other officers 
whose election is not provided for therein, shall be annually appointed by the 
Grand Master for the time being. 

In all elections and questions which shall come before the Grand Lodge for 
its action, every Subordinate Lodge shall be entitled to three votes collectively, 
from its representation, agreed on amongst themselves ; the Grand Master one 
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vote ; the Deputy Grand Master one vote ; the Past Grand Masters one vote 
collectively; and the Grand Wardens one vote collectively. 

Past Masters, members of Subordinate Lodges, under the jurisdiction of 
this Grand Lodge, not representatives, one vote collectively; and all questions 
and elections shall be decided by a majority of the votes given. 

The Grand Lodge shall have the power to constitute new Lodges, by letters 
patent, under their seal. 

To establish a uniform mode of working throughout the State, strictly 
adhering to the ancient landmarks, usages and customs of Masonry. And in 
furtherance of this desirable object, it shall be the duty of the Grand Master, 
or some well informed brother by him appointed, occasionally to visit every 
Subordinate Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, to lecture 
and instruct the brethren, and to correct such errors as may have obtained 
among them. To require from the several Lodges under their jurisdiction, 
such annual dues as they may deem necessary, to be appropriated for the 
benefit of the Craft. ^ 

To hear and determine all appeals from Subordinate Lodges, and to decide 
all disputes between the different Lodges under their jurisdiction. 

To demand such fees as may be deemed just and reasonable, upon granting 
Charters constituting new Lodges. 

To make such By-Laws as may be necessary for their good government, 
and not inconsistent with this Constitution. 

And to do all things heretofore accustomed to be done by other Grand 
Lodges, which arc within the ancient land marks and usages of the Craft. * 

No alteration shall take place in this Constitution except in the manner 
following : 

“Every amendment shall be proposed in writing, by a majority of votes 
present in any Grand Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge; a fair copy of 
which shall be sent by the Grand Secretray to each of the Subordinate Lodges, 
who shall pass or reject the same; and certify their proceedings at the next 
regular Grand Communication ; and if it shall appear by returns to the Grand 
Secretary, that a majority of said Lodges shall have made no return of their 
having taken action on such proposed amendment, then such amendment may 
be made by a vote, two-thirds of the voters present, in any session of said 
Grand Lodge, and shall become a part of this Constitution.” 


» 

BY-LAWS. 

Section 1 . The Annual Meetings of the Grand Lodge shall be held in the 
city of Springfield, on the first Tuesday of October, at which time the Grand 
Officers shall be elected and appointed in the manner prescribed by the 
Constitution. 

Sec. 2. No brother admitted as a visitor during the session of the Grand 
Lodge, shall be permitted to vote on any subject before, nor to speak on any 
subject without leave of the M. W. Grand Master. 
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Sec. 3. No member shall be eligible to the office of Grand or Deputy Grand 
Master, unless be shall have passed the chair in some regular Lodge, unless it 
be in cases of emergency. 

Sec. 4. In case the chair of the Grand Lodge shall become vacated by 
death, resignation, or otherwise, it shall be filled by the Deputy Grand Master, 
and in case any other office becomes vacated by death, resignation, removal or 
otherwise, the Grand Master, for the time being, shall fill such vacancy. 

Sec. 5. Every Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, shall at 
each Grand Annual Communication, deliver to the Grand Secretary, a list of 
the officers and members of their Lodge, also a list of the initiations, admis- 
sions, deaths, removals, suspensions and expulsions of members, and rejections 
of candidates, with their respective dates, signed by the Master and attested by 
the Secretary. 

Sec. 6 . No Letter, or Warrant of Dispensation, shall be granted for the 
formation of a new Lodge, but upon the petition of at least seven known and 
approved Master Masons, in which their first Master or Wardens shall be nom- 
inated : which petition shall be accompanied by a recommendation from the 
Lodge nearest to the place in which the new Lodge is to be holden. 

Sec. 7. For every letter, or Warrant of Dispensation, for the formation of 
a new Lodge, there shall be paid into the Grand Treasury the sum of twenty- 
rive dollars ; and for every Charter or Constitution the sum of five dollars, and 
the further sum of two dollars in addition, to be paid to the Grand Secretary — 
which said sums, respectively, shall be paid before the delivery of the Warrant 
or Charter. And in all cases where the seal of the Grand Lodge is required 
to be affixed, there shall be paid by the applicant, to the Grand Secretary, the 
sum of two dollars. 

Sec. 8. Every Lodge under this jurisdiction shall pay into the Grand 
Treasury the sum of forty -five cents annually as a Grand Representative fund, 
and a further sum of twenty -five cents annually, for each member belonging to 
their Lodge at the time of making their Annual Grand Communication :* Pro- 
vided, That no Lodge shall pay a less sum than five dollars. And the Masters 
and Wardens, or representatives of any Lodge, shall not take their seats in the 
Grand Lodge until all their dues arc paid, and the Treasurer's receipt therefor 
be produced, and in case of the neglect or refusal of any Lodge to pay the 
same, at or before the next Communication thereafter, unless reasonable excuse 
be offered, such Lodge shall be stricken off the books of the Grand Lodge, 
and their Warrant or Charter considered null and void ; but, on proper applica- 
tion to the Grand Lodge, making the returns, and paying off dues, they may 
be restored to their former rank and privileges, if the Grand Lodge shall judge 
proper. 

Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the Grand Treasurer to lay before the Grand 
Lodge, at each Annual Grand Communication, all his Accounts, for inspection 
and adjustment, and shall immediately pay over to his successor any balance 
which may be found due from him to the Grand Lodge, together with all the 
books, papers, and documents belonging to his office. 

Sec. 10. All appeals from any Subordinate Lodge shall be in writing, and 
left with the Grand Secretary, and the appellant shall give the other party at 
least one month’s notice thereof, or otherwise the Grand Lodge shall not pro- 
ceed to hear and determine the same. 

6 
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Sec. 11 . When any brother shall he suspended or expelled from the privi- 
leges of Masonry, by any Lodge, information thereof shall be sent to the Grand 
Lodge, and all Subordinate Lodges under this jurisdiction, as soon as conven- 
ient ; which expulsion or suspension shall be published by the Grand Lodge 
with the journal of Proceedings ; but no member of any Lodge shall lie per- 
mitted to make public such action, or communicate the same to any person not 
a Mason, except by a resolution of the Lodge from which the brother has been 
excluded. 

Sec. 12. In all cases of the suspension, or expulsion, or restoration of a 
member, two-thirds of the votes of the members present shall be required ; and 
in all cases of the restoration of a Mason, suspended by any Lodge under the 
jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, the same majority shall be required. No 
expelled Mason shall be restored to the privileges of Masonry, except by a 
vote of the Grand Lodge, and such restoration shall not reinstate him in mem- 
bership in the Lodge from which lie was expelled, without the unanimous con- 
sent of the members thereof. 

Sec. 13. The Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Grand Wardens, Grand 
Treasurer and Grand Secretary, for the time being, or a majority of them, 
shall be a Standing Committee of Charity, under whose direction the Grand 
Charity Fund shall be distributed. 

Sec. 14. Upon the demise of any Lodge within the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Lodge, the last Secretary and Treasurer of the said Lodge shall, within 
six months thereafter, surrender to the Grand Secretary all the books, papers, 
jewels, funds and furniture of the Lodge so demised. 

Sec. 15. Every Lodge within this jurisdiction may exercise all the rights of 
discipline over Masons, (not members thereof, or of any other Lodge,) who 
reside in the immediate vicinity of such Lodge, so far as may relate to the be- 
havior and conduct of such Masons, whilst resident in the vicinity of such 
Lodge. 

Sec. 16. No alteration or amendment shall take place in these By-Laws 
except in the following manner : Every amendment shall be proposed in writing 
at a regular Communication of the Grand Lodge, which shall be spread upon 
the minutes and printed with the proceedings of the Grand Lodge, and if two- 
thirds [See resolution No. X.] of the voters at the next regular Communication 
shall agree to the same, it shall become a part of these By-Law^. 

Sec. 17. The Grand Master shall, on the first day after the organization of 
the Grand Lodge, at each Annual Communication, appoint the following stand- 
ing committees, viz. : 

A Committee on Returns and Work of Lodges — To consist of three members, 
to w f hom shall be referred ail the returns and work of Subordinate Lodges, and 
whose duty it shall be to examine the same, and report to this Grand Lodge. 

A Committee on Petitions and Grievances — To consist of three members, to 
whom shall be referred all appeals to this Grand Lodge, and ail petitions for 
new Lodges. 

A Committee on Finance and Accounts — To consist of three members, w'hose 
duty shall be to examine and report on all accounts to them referred, and 
examine and report on the financial condition of the Grand Lodge ; and 

A Committee to Examine Visiting Brethren — To consist of two members. 

Sec. 18. No Lodge acting under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge 
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shall knowingly receive any candidate in cither of the Degrees of Masonry, 
that has been rejected by any other Lodge, without first receiving the unani- 
mous consent of the Lodge that rejected him. 

Sec. 19. A Librarian and Library Committee shall be appointed at each 
session of the Grand Lodge. 


RESOLUTIONS 

OF THIS GRAND LODGE, ADOPTED AT SUNDRY TIMES, AND AS REVISED, AND 

NOW IN FORCE. 

I. Resolved , That this Grand Lodge instruct all the Subordinate Lodges not 
to act upon any petition, either for initiation or membership, unless the same 
shall have laid over one lunar month. 

II. Resolved , That Subordinate Lodges shall not receive a petition for initia- 
tion from an applicant who lives nearer to another Lodge than the one he peti- 
tions, without first obtaining the unanimous consent of the other Lodge, at a 
regular meeting. 

III. Resolved , That Brother Grand Secretary be requested to publish, in the 
proceedings of each Grand Communication, in connection with the returns of 
Subordinate Lodges, a list of expulsions, suspensions, deaths and withdrawals 
of each Lodge, as reported by them in their annual returns. 

IV. Resolved, That from and after the adoption of this resolution, the 
Grand Treasurer and Grand Secretary be annually required to give bond, with 
approved security, payable to the Grand Master for the time being, for the 
faithful and lawful disposition of all moneys that may come into their hands 
belonging to the Grand Lodge. 

V. Resolved , That the Subordinate Lodges are requested to make their 
annual returns on or before the first day of the Annual Communication of the 
Grand Lodge. 

VI. Resolved, As the opinion of this Grand Lodge, that it is contrary to, 
and inconsistent with, the ancient usages and precepts of our Order, to with- 
draw from a Subordinate Lodge without some good cause, or to reside in the 
neighborhood of a Subordinate Lodge without becoming a member thereof. 

VII. Resolved, That hereafter no Subordinate Lodge will be required to pay 
Grand Lodge dues for any members under the degree of Master Mason. 

VIII. Resolved, That hereafter, on the first day of each Annual Communi- 
cation of this Grand Lodge, the Grand Master appoint a committee on Work 
and Returns of Lodges Under Dispensation. 

IX. Resolved, That this Grand Lodge of Illinois would recommend to the 
Lodges, under her jurisdiction, to do all their business in a Lodge of Master 
Masons, except conferring the first and second degrees. They would further * 
recommend that all balloting for candidates for initiation be taken at a regular 
communication ; and that no ballot for a candidate for initiation lie taken at 
an adjourned Lodge, unless it be in a case of emergency, which should be 
stated. 

X. Resolved , That so much of the 1 6th section of the By-Laws adopted by 
this Grand Lodge as requires “ a majority of two-thirds of the voters present,” 
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to adopt any proposed amendment thereto, is inconsistent with, and in violation 
of, the Constitution of this Most Worshipful Grand Lodge ; und is hereby 
declared to be null and void. 

XI. Resolved , That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge that no money is 
authorized to be drawn from the Treasury but on the order of the Grand Master, 
with the consent of the Grand Lodge ; which assent shall be signified by the 
attest of the Grand Secretary. 

XII. Resolved , That it is recommended to the several Subordinate Lodges 
under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, to procure, so far as it 
may be convenient and practicable, the names of all Master Masons residing 
within their respective jurisdictions, and report the same in their annual com- 
munications, for the information of this Grand Lodge. 

XIII. Resolved , That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge, that Subordinate 
Lodges under this jurisdiction should not employ traveling Lecturers appointed 
by Grand Lodges of other States, or those claiming to be appointed bv any 
authority, except by the M. W. Grand Master of this State ; nor permit them 
to lecture in their Lodges. 

XIV. Resolved , That in issuing Charters to Subordinate Lodges, they be 
numbered consecutively, according to the date of the application thereof ; and 
that when a Charter is rescinded or surrendered, the number of said Lodge 
remain vacant, to be resumed when such Charter shall be restored. 

XV. 1. Resolved , That resolution numbered 15 in the revised and adopted 
resolutions of this Grand Lodge, at its annual session for 1852, be, and the 
same is hereby rescinded. 

2. That vacancies in all the offices of a Lodge, except the Master and War- 
dens, can at any time be filled in the usual manner. 

XVI. Resolved , That the Grand Lodge would recommend to the Lodges 
under her jurisdiction to do all their business in a Lodge of Master Masons, 
except conferring the first and second degrees, and the trial of E. As. and F. 
Cs. for delinquencies. 

XVII. Resolved , That hereafter it shall be the duty of the Grand Secretary 
to append to the published proceedings all resolutions for the amendment of 
the Constitution and By-Laws, or any other matters on which it shall be neces- 
sary for Subordinate Lodges to act ; that he also notify them thereof by a 
published circular embodying such resolutions, in season for their action ; and 
that such Lodges shall certify their proceedings thereon to the Grand Lodge. 

XVIII. Resolved, That the Grand Secretary be instructed, in publishing 
the returns, to omit the rejections by Subordinate Lodges. 

XIX. Resolved , That any Subordinate Lodge shall have the right to remit 
to indigent Masons within the jurisdiction of their Lodge, all dues whatever. 

XX. Resolved, That the Grand Secretary be directed to pay the postage on 
the printed proceedings sent from his office. 

XXI. Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Grand Lodge, the Wardens of 
a Subordinate Lodge may preside and confer degrees in the absence of the 
Master, without regard to their having taken the Past Master's degree. 

XXII. Resolved, That no Lodge under this jurisdiction shall initiate any 
candidate for a less sum than seven dollars, or pass to the degree of Fellow 
Craft for a less sum than three dollars, or raise to the sublime degree of a Mas- 
ter Mason for a less sum than five dollars ; and that the three degrees shall in 



no case be conferred upon any one for a less sum than fifteen dollars : Provided , 
That any Lodge may confer the degrees without fees upon any acknowledged 
Minister of the Gospel ; and in no case shall a degree be conferred by any 
Ledge upon a credit, but the fees must be actually paid at or before the time of 
admission to any degree. 

XXIII. Resolved, That the Lodges under this jurisdiction be instructed to 
require of every candidate for advancement, to arrive at such proficiency as 
readily and legally to make himself known to Masons in the degree or degrees 
he shall have taken, before he can be advanced ; which shall be ascertained by 
examination in open Lodge. 

XXIV. Resolved , That the Grand Secretary be instructed to procure printed 
forms of returns, for the use of Subordinate Lodges, and furnish a copy or 
copies thereof annually to the respective Lodges, in time for them to be filled 
up and returned to the Grand Lodge. 

XXV. Resolved , That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge that the fourth 
clause of the Constitution was intended to mean that the proxy of any officer 
of any Subordinate Lodge, should be a member of said Subordinate Lodge, 

XXVI. Resolved , That no Letter or Warrant of Dispensation shall be 
granted to form a new Lodge, unless, in the recommendation of the nearest 
Lodge, a certificate shall be embodied, that the Master recommended is fully 

Bfcpmpctcnt to confer the three first degrees in Masonry. 

WKP XXVII. Resolved , That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge that no Subor- 
dinate Lodge in our jurisdiction should confer any of the degrees on citizens 
residing in another jurisdiction, without the consent of such foreign jurisdiction, 
first had and obtained. 

XXVIII. Resolved, That the Subordinate Lodges under the jurisdiction of 
this Grand Lodge be instructed not to initiate any candidate who has not 
resided in the State of Illinois twelve calender months before such application 
be made ; and that the expediency and propriety of adopting a similar rule, be 
earnestly recommended to our sister Grand Lodges of the United States, as 
being one means of preventing unworthy men gaining admission or access to 
the thresholds of our mystic temple, and also to preserve peace and harmony. 

XXIX. Resolved , That at each session of this Grand Lodge, there shall be 
appointed a Committee on Credentials, whose duty it shall be to examine the 
credentials of the several Representatives, and report to the Grand Secretary a 
list of those who arc legally entitled to a voice in ibe Grand Lodge. 

*r xxx - Resolved , That Subordinate Lodges under this jurisdiction be required 
not to confer the degrees on any candidate, unless he bo a perfect man, having 
no maim or defect in his body, that may render him incapable of learning the 
art and being instructed in the degrees. 

XXXI. Resolved, That a committee on Masonic Jurisprudence be appointed 
at each session of the Grand Lodge. 

XXXII. Resolved , That the Grand Secretary be instructed to collect and 
publish, as an appendix to the annual proceedings, all of tl to laws, by-laws and 
binding resolutions of the Grand Lodge. 

XXXIII. Resolved, That the standing resolution which requires a unani- 
mous ballot for each of the three degrees, should be understood literally; and 
that it should be the same in each, and unanimous in all, upon the moral 
intellectual and Masonic qualifications of the applicant. 
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XXXIV. Resolved , That, hereafter, whenever a member of a Subordinate 
Lodge removes permanently out of the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, with- 
out demitting, that said Subordinate Lodge shall not be required to pay dues 
for said member. 

XXXV. Resolved , That it is not in the power of a majority of the mem- 
bers of a Subordinate Lodge to surrender the Charter of said Lodge, so long as 
seven Master Masons, members thereof, continue to work under said Charter, 
and according to the ancient landmarks of Masonry. 

XXXVI. Resolved , That the old established Masonic law, that there is no 
appeal from the decision of a Worshipful Master of a Subordinate Lodge, except 
to the Grand Lodge, is a salutary law, and should be cheerfully conformed to 
by Subordinate Lodges. 

XXXVII. Resolved , That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge, that no elec- 
tions for officers should take place in a Lodge U. D., but that all vacancies 
should be filled, by temporary appointments, by the Worshipful Master. 

XXXVIII. 1 . Resolved , That a summons issued by a Subordinate Lodge, 
or the W. M. thereof, may be either written or oral. 

2. That any summons, issued as aforesaid, need not contain any other matter 
except the requisition to attend the Lodge issuing the same, or the Master 
thereof, when required. 

3. That every Master Mason, on being so summoned or notified, is bound to 
attend the meeting of the Lodge so requiring him, whether the same be done 
lor the purpose of getting his testimony on matters before the Lodge, or to 
answer charges against himself. 

4. That every Master Mason, whether he be a member of a Lodge or not, 
is bound to obey any summons, issued by any Lodge under whose jurisdiction 
he may reside, without question as to the object thereof. 

5. That any member of a Subordinate Lodge is subject to the discipline 
thereof, excepting only the W. M. 

XXXIX. 1 . Resolved, That the Grand Officers and one recognized Repre- 
sentative from each Lodge under this jurisdiction, be allowed five cents per 
mile, going and returning, for every mile necessarily traveled from his place of 
residence, and one dollar per day for each day's actual attendance at the Grand 
Lodge. 

2. That a Committee on Mileage and Per Diem be appointed at each session 
of the Grand Lodge, whose duty it shall be to ascertain the distance necessarily 
traveled by each Officer and Representative entitled to mileage and per diem, 
and report the same to the Grand Lodge. 

3. That the Grand Secretary be authorized to draw on the Grand Treasurer 
in favor of the Officers of the Grand Lodge and Representatives aforesaid, en- 
titled to the same, for the amount of their mileage and per diem. 

XL. 1 . Resolved , That all Subordinate Lodges under this jurisdiction be 
instructed to admit no negro or mulatto, as visitor or otherwise, under any cir- 
cumstances whatever. 

2. That if any Lodge under this jurisdiction hereafter violates this expressed 
will of this Grand Lodge, it shall be the duty of the Most Worshipful Grand 
Master of the State, at once to arrest their charter. 

XLI. Resolved , That no Subordinate Lodge shall be permitted to return a 
petition which has been presented and referred for membership or initiation, 
without first balloting for the candidate. 
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XLII. Resolved , That no ballot shall be spread for the initiation of a can- 
didate except at a regular communication, unless under a special dispensation 
from the M. W. Grand Master. 

XLII I. Resolved , That Subordinate Lodges, in petitioning the M. W. Grand 
Master for a special dispensation to confer degrees, shall set forth fully and 
clearly the emergency making it expedient for the dispensation. 

XLIV. Resolved , That every non-affiliated Master Mason is under the high 
obligation to contribute annually, or oftener, to the treasury of the Subordinate 
Lodge under whose jurisdiction he resides, that thereby he may lay up a store 
upon which he, his widow or orphans, can draw in future, should any adverse 
providence of God bring them to want ; and any non-aftiliated Master Mason 
who shall neglect or refuse so to contribute, unless excused by the Lodge, 
after being duly notified of the action of this Grand Lodge on this subject, 
shall forfeit all the rights, privileges and benefits of Masonry. 

XLV. Resolved , That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge, that no Subordi- 
nate Lodge, in our jurisdiction, should confer any of the degrees on citizens 
residing in another jurisdiction, without the consent of such foreign jurisdiction 
first had and obtained. 

XL VI. Resolved f, That leave to demit from a Lodge should not be granted 
until the member asking it shall produce the Secretary's receipt in full, for all 
dues against him. 

XL VII. Resolved, That a Masonic demit dates from the Lodge record, 
when the same was granted, and consequently membership ceases with said 
date. 

XLVIII. Resolved , That the u Masonic Trestle Board / 9 published by R. 
W. Bro. Charles W. Moore, of Boston, is a publication eminently meriting 
the approbation of this Grand Lodge, and that the Subordinates within the 
jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, be recommended to make use of the same in 
conferring degrees. 

XLIX. Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Grand Lodge, that when 
any candidate for the privileges of Masonry, shall be rejected by a Subordinate 
Lodge, by a mistake or misapprehension, the person or persons making such 
mistake, or voting under such misapprehension, may at any future meeting 
have the opportunity to correct their votes : Provided, all the members of said 
Lodge have notice that said application will be made at said meeting. 

L. Resolved, That no Lodge working under the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge, shall be allowed to do any irregular w r ork, unless it be by dispensation 
from the Grand Master ; and any Lodge working under such dispensation, 
shall be required to return such dispensation to this Grand Lodge, at its first 
communication thereafter. 

LI. Resolved , That it is inconsistent with ancient usage, for the By-Law's of 
a Subordinate Lodge to contain a provision authorizing or permitting a dis- 
pensing w ith any portion of the same, under any circumstances. 

LII. Resolved, That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge, and they would 
therefore instruct all Masters of Subordinate Lodges, or those who are called 
upon to confer the three degrees of Symbolic Masonry, that they are required 
to give the degrees in full, together wdth the lectures ; and that no work, accor- 
ding to the Ancient Charges, should be undertaken by any Lodge, that they 
cannot in due time perfect. 
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LIII. Resolved , That in computing the mileage of Representatives, the 
Committee on Mileage and Per Diem be instructed to calculate by the most 
direct route. 

LIV. Resolved , That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge that the Universal 
Masonic Library should be in the possession of every Subordinate Lodge within 
this jurisdiction, and the private library of every Mason, as a work calculated 
to aid in disseminating that Masonic light which the Craft are daily seeking, 
and it is earnestly recommended, that the Subordinate Lodges, and individual 
members, supply themselves with the same, as far as their abilities will permit. 

LV. Resolve/1, That the Most Worshipful Grand Master, with such assist- 
ance as he may select, be requested to illustrate the work of opening and 
closing a Lodge, calling from and to Labor, from one degree to another in the 
business of a Lodge, and in the three first degrees of Masonry, on the evenings 
of the first and second days of each session of this Grand Lodge. 

LVI. Resolved, That the Lodges subordinate to this jurisdiction be required 
to make return, to the Grand Secretary, of the names of their officers, imme- 
diately after their annual election. 

LVII. Resolved, That this Grand Lodge recommend to all Subordinates to 
enter on their returns, the amount of charity or relief granted by each Lodge, 
and that the several sums be aggregated and printed with the proceedings. 


AN ACT 

TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED “ AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE GR\SD LODGE 
OF ILLINOIS OF ANCIENT FREE AND ACCEPTED MASONS.” 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the people of the State of Illinois, 
Corpora- represented in the General Assembly, That the grand master, deputy 
grand master, grand wardens, grand secretary and grand treasurer, 
for the time being, and their successors in office, of the Grand Lodge 
of the State of Illinois, Ancient Free and Accepted Masons, 
together with the masters and wardens of the several lodges subordi- 
nate to said grand lodge, while holding said offices, shall be and the 
same are hereby forever declared to be a body politic and corporate, 
Name and by the name, style and description of “ The Grand Lodge of the 
State of Illinois Free and Accepted Masons.” 

General Sec. 2. The said corporation, by the name and style aforesaid, 
powers. shall | iavc f u n p 0wer t0 sue an( j b e plead and be impleaded, 

prosecute and defend in all manner of actions at law or in equity, in 
all places where legal or equitable proceedings are had. The said 
corporation shall have power to make such constitution, by-laws, 
rules and regulations for its own government, and the management 
of its concerns and government of its subordinates, as shall be deemed 
advisable, and to alter or amend the same at pleasure ; Provided, 
That such constitution, by-laws, rules and regulations shall not con- 
flict with the constitution and laws of this State and of the United 
States. 
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Sec. 3. The said corporation, by the name and style aforesaid, Real *»d 
. . , , . . . , . , personal 

shall be capable in law ot purchasing, holding and conveying real estate. 

and personal estate for the benefit of said corporation, to create a 
charity fund and educational fund, a representative fund, a library 
fund and a grand lodge fund, and for no other uses or benefits what- 
ever : Provided , That said corporation shall not at any one time hold 
personal or mixed property to an amount exceeding one hundred 
thousand dollars, nor real estate to an amount exceeding two 
thousand acres of land. 

Sec. 4. The said corporation shall have power to loan money p ower to 
belonging to the same, and take promissory notes or other evidence loan money, 
of debt for the money so loaned or for any property sold, which may 
be recovered in their corporate name aforesaid, in all courts or 
places where judicial proceedings arc had. 

Sec. 5. The said corporation is also authorized to borrow money Borrow 
in sums not exceeding one thousand dollars at any one time, and at money * 
a rate of interest not exceeding ten per cent, per annum. 

Sec. 6. In the management of its business concerns, said cor- 
poration is hereby authorized to appoint such agents, officers and 
attorneys for that purpose as from time to time may be deemed 
proper. 

Sec. 7. Each subordinate lodge under the jurisdiction of the Subordinate 
aforesaid grand lodge, now in existence or which may hereafter be lodges ‘ 
chartered by the same, is also hereby declared to be a body politic 
and corporate, by and under the name, style and number set forth in 
their respective charters, and by such designations they may respect- 
ively sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, defend against in all 
suits arising in law or chancery, in all the courts of this State. The 
said subordinate lodges respectively, shall be capable in law of pur- 
chasing or receiving, by purchase, gift or otherwise, and of selling 
and conveying, real and personal estate for the benefit of said sub- 
ordinate lodges respectively : Provided , That neither of said lodges 
shall at any one time hold real estate, exceeding in value thirty 
thousand dollars each. 

Sec. 8. So far as applicable the provisions of sections four, five 
and six of this act shall be applicable to each of said subordinate 
lodges. 

Sec. 9. In case any subordinate lodge under the jurisdiction of Ceage t0 
said grand lodge shall cease to exist or forfeit its charter, then all the exi8t * 
estate, real and personal, together with all the records, books, papers, 
vouchers, furniture, jewels, seals and fixtures belonging to such 
lodge, shall immediately vest in said grand lodge ; and all personal 
property, books, records, papers, vouchers, jewels, seals, furniture, 
deeds, money, evidence of debt, leases or mortgages belonging to 
said lodge so forfeiting its charter or ceasing to exist, shall be deliv- 
ered over by the last secretary or treasurer of the same, or other 
persons having custody of them, to the proper officer or agent of 
said grand lodge, on demand ; and on failing to do so, each and 
ever)’ member of such delinquent lodge shall be liable to said grand 
lodge in an action of debt for the full value of the same. 
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Act re- 
pealed. 


Sec. 10 . This act shall be deemed a public act, and shall be 
liberally construed by all courts, for the benefits of the corporation 
herein created. 

Sec. 11. So much of the eleventh section of an act entitled “An 
act to incorporate the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of the State of 
Illinois, and tho subordinate chapters under its jurisdiction,” ap- 
proved February 9th, 1853, as requires a printed copy of the pro- 
ceedings of said grand chapter, together with a list of Its officers, a 
list of subordinate chapters, their officers and members, to be filed 
annually with tho secretary of State, is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 12. All acts and parts of acts conflicting with this act arc 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 13. This act to take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February II, 1855. 
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CONSTITUTION, 

UNANIMOUSLY RECOMMENDED BY THE GRAND LODGE TO THE SUBORDIN- 
ATE LODGES FOR ADOPTION, IN LIEU OF THE CONSTITUTION- NOW IN 
FORCE. 

It is hereby Ordained— That the Grand Lodge of Illinois shall be 
composed of the following elected and apointed officers and members : — 

The elected officers shall be a Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Senior 
and Junior Grand Wardens, Grand Treasurer, Grand Secretary, Grand Chaplain, 
Grand Orator and Grand Tyler. The appointed officers, a Deputy Grand 
Secretary, a Grand Pursuivant, Grand Marshal, Grand Standard Bearer, Grand 
Sword Bearer, two Grand Stewards, Senior and Junior Grand Deacons. The 
members, all Masters and Wardens for the time being of the several chartered 
Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge ; all elected Past Grand 
Officers of this Grand Lodge, and all Past Masters, Members of Lodges under 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge. 

The style and name of this Grand Lodge, shall be the Most Worshipful 
Grand Lodge of Illinois, of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons. 

This Grand Lodge thus constituted, shall bold stated annual Grand Commu- 
nications, at which time, and on or before the second day of such Communica- 
tion, the Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Senior and Junior Grand 
Wardens, Grand Treasurer, Grand Secretary, Grand Chaplain, Grand Orator, 
and Grand Tyler, shall be elected by ballot; and all subordinate officers 
appointed. The Grand Pursuivant, Grand Marshal, Grand Standard Bearer, 
Grand Sword Bearer, and Senior Grand Deacon, by the Grand Master ; the 
Junior Grand Deacon, by the Senior Grand Warden ; the Grand Stewards, by 
the Junior Grand Warden; and the Deputy Grand Secretary, by the Grand 
Secretary. 

The Grand Officers, thus elected and appointed, shall be duly installed 
before the close of the Grand Communication at which they were thus elected 
and appointed, and shall perform their respective official duties until their 
successors in office arc duly elected and installed. 

No one shall l>c eligible to the office of Grand Master, or Deputy Grand 
Master, except present or past Masters of regular Lodges under the jurisdic- 
tion of this Grand Lodge. 

In ease the Chair of the Grand Lodge shall become vacated by death or 
otherwise, it shall be filled by the Deputy Grand Master ; and in case any other 
office is thus vacated, the Grand Master shall appoint officers for the time 
being to fill such vacancies. 

In the absence of the Grand Master, the Deputy Grand Master, Senior and 
Junior Grand Wardens, and, if neither be present, the present or past Mas- 
ter of the oldest Lodge represented, shall each, in the order named, preside at 
all regular and special Grand Communications. 
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The duties of the Grand Master shall be to convene the Grand Lodge in 
cases of emergency ; to preside at all regular and special Grand Communica- 
tions ; to decide all questions on points of order and Masonic law ; to give 
permission, by special dispensation, in all cases requiring a temporary suspen- 
sion of the regulations of this Grand Lodge, for eonfering degrees ; to organize 
and govern Lodges under Dispensation ; to constitute, consecrate and dedicate 
new Lodges chartered by the Grand Lodge, and install their officers ; to visit 
and preside over Lodges under his jurisdiction, with the Master of the Lodge 
on his left hand ; to command the Wardens of the Lodge, or any Master Ma- 
sons, to act as his Wardens for the time being, and to exercise all the authority 
and perform all the duties of Ancient Grand Masters, as defined in the Ancient 
Constitutions, and by the old landmarks. 

The duties of the Deputy Grand Master shall be to assist the Grand Master 
as he may direct ; and in the absence of the Grand Master, to exercise all the 
prerogatives, and perform all the duties of Grand Master. 

The duties of the Grand Wardens, Grand Treasurer, Grand Secretary, 
Deputy Grand Secretary, Grand Chaplain, Grand Orator, Grand Tyler, Grand 
Pursuivant, Grand Marshal, Grand Standard Bearer, Grand Sword Bearer, 
Grand Stewards and Grand Deacons, shall be as described in our Masonic 
ritual, and such as are provided for in the regulations of this Grand Lodge. 

In all elections and questions before the Grand Lodge, the representation, 
or representatives collectively, of each Subordinate Lodge, shall be entitled to 
three votes, the Grand Master one vote, the Deputy Grand Master one vote, 
the Past Grand Masters to one vote each, the Grand Wardens to one vote col- 
lectively, and the Past Masters of Lodges, (members of Lodges under the juris- 
diction of this Grand Lodge, and not representatives from a Subordinate Lodge,) 
to one vote collectively. 

All elections and questions, unless otherwise provided for in the laws and 
regulations of this Grand Lodge, shall be decided by a majority of the votes 
thus given. 

The Grand Lodge shall have the power of enacting laws and regulations for 
the permanent government of Lodges and the Craft under its jurisdiction, and 
of altering, repealing, and abrogating them at pleasure, except the By-Laws of 
Lodges, when they are in conformity with the Ancient Constitutions and Land- 
marks. It shall have the authority to investigate, regulate and decide all mat- 
ters relative to the Craft in general, to particular Lodges, and to individual 
brothers upon appeal ; which it may exercise of itself, or by such delegated 
authority as in its wisdom and discretion it shall appoint : Pwvided , alunys, 
that the Ancient Landmarks are preserved. 

The Grand Lodge shall have the power of suspending or annulling the 
charters of Lodges upon good and sufficient cause being shown. 

No addition, alteration or amendment shall be made in this Constitution, 
except in the manner following : — 

Every addition, alteration and amendment shall be proposed in writing by a 
majority-vote of the members present at an Annual Grand Communication of 
the Grand Lodge, a copy of which shall be sent by the Grand Secretary to the 
Subordinate Lodges, at least three months before the Grand Annual Communi- 
cation, each of which shall pass or reject the same, and make returns of their 
action to the Grand Secretary on or before the tirst day of the Annual Grand 
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Communication, when, if it shall appear that a majority of such Lodges have 
not taken action on such proposed addition, alteration, or amendment, the 
question on its passage shall be taken in the Grand Lodge, and decided hy a 
two-thirds vote of the members present. 


[Note by Grand Secretary.— The following Laws and Regulations were reported by the 
Committee appointed for that purpose at the last Session of the Grand Lodge, in lieu of the 
present By-Laws and Resolutions in force, and were laid over until the next Grind Annual 
Communication, and referred to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence.] 

LAWS. 

Section 1 . All Subordinate Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge, shall be organized, first, by Letters of Dispensation by the Grand Mas- 
ter, and, finally, by Charter or Warrant of Constitution by the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 2. Lodges under Dispensation shall receive their authority from the 
Grand Master, who may, when application is made by seven or more worthy 
Master Masons, recommended by the nearest chartered Lodge, in the manner 
and form recommended by the Grand Lodge, issue Letters of Dispensation, 
authorizing the brethren named in the petition to open and hold Lodges ; to 
initiate, pass, and raise Freemasons ; but not to do other business, except by 
special permission from the Grand Master, who shall have full power to appoint 
the Master and Wardens, and to give to the Master, by virtue of his office, the 
authority to select and appoint all the subordinate officers. 

Lodges under Dispensation, shall not have the right to elect officers, or mem- 
bers, to be represented in the Grand Lodge, until chartered by the Grand 
Lodge, nor until they have been justly and regularly constituted, consecrated 
and dedictated, and the officers duly installed, either in person or by proxy, by 
the Grand Master ; after which the officers and brethren named in the Charter, 
and the Masons made under Dispensation, shall acquire all the rights and 
privileges of members of justly and regularly constituted Lodge. 

Sec. 3. Lodges, thus legally and regularly constituted, shall have certain 
rights or privileges and duties. 

They shall have the right to initiate, pass, and raise Freemasons ; to select 
members ; to elect and install officers at the stated Annual Communication 
designated by the Grand Lodge ; to be represented in the Grand Lodge by their 
Masters and Wardens; to form By-Laws, not inconsistent with the Ancient 
Constitutions and landmarks, or with the Constitution, Law's and Regulations 
of the Grand Lodge ; to tax candidates and members for charitable and other 
Masonic purposes ; and to reprimand, exclude, suspend and expel Masons from 
Lodges — but not to expel them from all the rights and privileges of Masonry', 
except as agents for and with the approval of the Grand Lodge. 

The first great duty of Lodges, and of every Mason, shall be to preserve, 
without alteration or amendment, the Ancient Constitutions, landmarks, and 
time-honored ritual, forms and ceremonies of the Order, “for it is not in the 
power of any man or body of men to make innovations in the body of Free- 
masonry/’ 
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Lodges shall not have the right to alter or amend, at a special meeting, tho 
proceedings of a regular meeting ; to interfere with the work or business of 
other Lodges without their permission ; to initiate a candidate without previous 
notice and due examination into his character, nor unless his petition has been 
read at one regular communication, and he elected at another by a unanimous 
vote of all the members present. 

No Lodge shall confer more than one Degree, on the samo candidate, at one 
communication, nor pass or raise a brother until he has passed a satisfactory 
examination in open Lodge ; nor shall any Lodge initiate, pass, or raise more 
than five candidates at one and tho same time. 

Lodges shall not confer the Three Degrees in Masonry on any one for a less 
sum than Twenty Dollars. 

Sec. 4. All Lodges shall hold their meetings at least once in every calen- 
dar month. Lodges neglecting so to do for one year, shall forfeit the right to 
their Warrant of Constitution. 

Sec. 5. No Lodge shall remove from the town in which it is situated, to 
another place, without the consent of the Grand Lodge, nor from one part of a 
town to another, except by vote of a majority of its registered members within 
its jurisdiction, and with the knowledge and consent of the Master. 

Sec. 6. The Officers of Lodges shall be a Worshipful Master, Senior and 
Junior Wardens, Treasurer and Secretary, Senior and Junior Deacons, two 
Stewards, and the Tyler. 

Sec. 7. All Lodges shall, at their regular communication, at or next pre- 
ceding the festival of St. John the Evangelist, elect and appoint officers for the 
ensuing Masonic year. 

The Worshipful Master, Senior and Junior Wardens, Treasurer, and Secre- 
tary, shall be elected. All other officers appointed : — the Senior Deacon and 
Tyler, by the Master; the Junior Deacon, by the Senior Warden ; and tho 
Stewards, by the Junior Warden. 

Sec. 8. In case the office of Master is vacated by death, removal from the 
jurisdiction, or by suspension or expulsion by the Grand Lodge or Grand Mas- 
ter, the Warden highest in rank shall act as Master for the time being ; and in 
case of death, removal, suspension or expulsion of either of tho Wardens, the 
vacancy shall be filled, from time to time, by appointment by the acting 
Master. 

No election of Master or Wardens shall be held at any time other than that 
designated by the Grand Lodge for the annual election and appointment of all 
officers. 

The office of Treasurer or Secretary, when thus vacated, shall be filled by 
appointment by the Master, or by election authorized to be held by the Grand 
Master. 

All vacancies of subordinate officers shall be filled as at annual elections. 

Sec. 9. No officer shall resign after he has been duly installed. 

Sec. 10 . No brother shall be elected Master, who has not been duly elected, 
installed, and served as Warden, except in case of emergency and by authority 
by Dispensation from the Graud Master. 

Sec. 11 . The duties of the Master of every Lodge shall be, to take charge 
of the Charter or Dispensation, and to have it always present in tho Lodge 
when open ; to see that the Ancient Constitutions and landmarks, and that the 
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Constitution, Laws and Regulations of the Grand Lodge, are obeyed ; and that 
the officers and members perform faithfully their respective Masonic duties. 

Sec. 12 . A Master shall have the right to call special meetings ; to open, 
close, or call off his Lodge at pleasure — but not to adjourn, or to entertain in 
open Lodge a motion to adjourn ; neither shall he permit appeals to be taken 
from his decisions on any question before the Lodge, being, as he is amenable 
for his conduct in its government to the Grand Lodge or Grand Master alone. 

Sec. 13. All other duties of the Master, as well as the duties of all other 
officers of Lodges, shall be such as arc required by Masonic usage, and our 
time-honored Masonic ritual. 

Sec. 14. Lodges shall not open or call to labor, unless the Master or one 
of the Wardens be present. 

The Master or Warden highest in rank, in the absence of the Master, may, 
if present, request any competent Past Master to perform the duties of Master 
for the time being. 

Sec. 15. The Master aud Wardens shall be the legal representatives of 
their respective Lodges in the Grand Lodge ; and it shall be their duty to attend 
its communications, either in person or by proxy, on all convenient occasions ; 
and on all questions voted on or discussed, faithfully to obey the instructions 
of their Lodge : Provided , that such instructions are not inconsistent with the 
Ancient Constitutions and landmarks of the Order. 

Sec. 16. Candidates applying for initiation into the mysteries of Freema- 
sonry, to lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, shall possess certain 
Moral, Physical, Intellectual, and Political Qualifications. 

Sec. 17. They shall be men, " under the tongue, of good report of good 
moral character, and believers in God ; twenty-one years of age ; upright in 
body, with the senses and organs of men, and not deformed or dismembered ; 
m the full possession of their moral and intellectual faculties, and able to read 
and write ; in the unrestrained enjoyment of civil and personal liberty, and 
this, too, by the birthright of inheritance, and not in consequence of release 
of themselves or immediate progenitors from hereditary bondage. 

Sec. 18. All petitions of candidates for initiation shall be read at regular 
communications, and referred to a committee of three members, for investiga- 
tion into the qualifications and chai*acter of the candidate, who shall report at 
a subsequent regular communication. 

Sec. 19. If the report of the committee be unfavorable, the candidate may 
be declared rejected by the Master ; if favorable, the Lodge shall, at the same 
or some subsequent regular communication, proceed to ballot. 

Sec. 20. In balloting for candidates for initiation, all members of the Lodge 
present shall vote — for, according to an old regulation, “ no man can be entered 
a Brother in any particular Lodge, or admitted to be a member thereof, without 
the unanimous consent of all the members of that Lodge then present when 
the candidate is proposed nor shall a member be excused from the perform- 
ance of this important duty, except by the unanimous consent of all the 
members present. Xo Mason shall be required by the Master or Lodge to give 
his reasons for the vote which he has deposited, for the very secrecy of the 
ballot is intended to secure the independence and irresponsibility to the Lodge 
of the voter. Every member of a Lodge present at balloting for a candidate, 
has the right to deposit his vote, and not only a right but it is his duty, since 
without the unanimous consent of all present there can be no election. 
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Sec. 21. After the ballot has been taken and duly examined, first, by the 
Wardens, and, finally, by the Master, the result shall be declared by the Mas- 
ter, unless but two negative votes appear, in w'hich case the Master may order 
a second, and, in case of but one, a third ballot, which shall in all cases be 
final ; nor can it be set aside by the Lodge, Master, Grand Master, or even the 
Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 22. It shall not be in order for a member to move the re-consideration 
of a ballot on the petition of a candidate for initiation ; nor shall a Lodge enter- 
tain such motion. The Master alone shall, for reasons satisfactory to himself, 
order such a re-consideration. The Master shall not order a re-considcration at 
any subsequent meeting, or at the same meeting after any member, who was 
present and voted, has departed. 

Sec. 23. Neither the Grand Master or Grand Lodge shall grant a Dispen- 
sation for re-consideration, nor in any way interfere with the ballot. 

Sec. 24. A candidate for initiation, once rejected, shall not apply to any 
other lodge for admission, except to the one which rejected him, nor to that 
until six months after such rejection. 

Sec. 25. No candidate shall receive more than one Degree on the same day, 
nor shall a higher Degree in Masonry be conferred on any brother at a less 
interval than four weeks from his receiving a previous Degree, nor unless he 
has passed a satisfactory examination in open lodge on that Degree, except by 
unanimous vote of the Lodge, and in case of great emergency, which shall be 
stated in writing, recorded by the Secretary, and reported to the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 26. Ballots on the application of Entered Apprentices or Fellow- 
Crafts for advancement, shall be unanimous, and shall not be taken except at 
regular communications, nor shall they be taken until the applicant has been 
duly examined and declared by the Master, or a vote of the Lodge, proficient 
in the preceding Degree. 

Sec. 27. Candidates for advancement, after being rejected, shall have the 
right to apply again as often as they may think proper, as long as they remain 
Apprentices or Fellow-Crafts in good standing, and not under charges or 
declared guilty by the Lodge, after regular trial, of un masonic conduct : Pro- 
vided , that the application is made and due notice given at one regular com- 
munication, and the ballot taken at the next. All Entered Apprentices and 
Fellow-Crafts shall have the right to set in all Lodges of their Degree, to 
receive instructions appertaining to it, and to offer themselves as candidates 
for advancement ; but not the right of speaking or voting. 

Sec. 28. All Masons, after being raised to the sublime Degree of Master 
Mason, shall be entitled to all the rights and privileges of Ancient Craft 
Masonry, such as the right of membership, of visitation to Lodges, of relief, 
and of Masonic burial. 

Sec. 29. They shall have the right of membership in the Lodge in which 
they received the Third Degree, by signing its By-Law's ; and, if demitted or 
unaffiliated, the right to apply to any Lodge for membership ; nor shall their 
rejection by one Lodge deprive them of their right to apply to another ; and, if 
in good standing and full membership in any Lodge, they shall have the right 
to speak and vote upon any question or subject before it, and, if duly elected 
or appointed, the right to hold any office in the Lodge, except that of Master — 
and this also, after having been duly elected and served as Warden. 
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Sec. 30. They shall also have the right to appeal from the decisions of a 
Lodge, or its Master, to the Grand Lodge or Grand Master ; and, if in good 
standing, to demand of the Lodge of which they are members a certificate to 
that effect. 

Sec. 31. All Master Masons in good standing, members of regular Lodges, 
shall have the right to visit other Lodges as often as they may desire to do so, 
after due examination and recommendation by a committee appointed by the 
acting Master of such Lodge : or if vouched for by a brother with whom they 
had previously sat in open Lodge. 

Sec. 32. Visiting brethren, not vouched for or Masonically known to any 
brother present, shall, previous to their examination, be required to take the 
following obligation : — 

I, A. B. y do hereby and hereon solemnly and sincerely swear, that I have 
been regularly initiated, passed, and raised to the sublime Degree of Master 
Mason, in a just and legally-constituted Lodge of such; that I do not now stand 
suspended or expelled, and know no reason why I should not hold Masonic 
communion with my brethren. 

Sec. 33. All visiting brethren shall have the right to demand a sight of the 
Charter or dispensation of any Lodge to which he applies for admission. 

Sec. 34. A Worthy Mason, if in great need or real distress, has the right to 
claim from Lodges and his brethren relief for himself and family ; but there is 
no obligation on a Mason to relieve the distress, however real, of an unworthy 
brother, neither does Masonry require that we shall sacrifice our own or fam- 
ilies' welfare to that of a brother or his family. 

Sec. 35. All affiliated Worthy Master Masons shall be entitled to Masonic 
burial : Provided , that no Mason shall be buried Masonically, unless it be by 
his own request communicated, either directly or indirectly, to the Master of 
the Lodge of which he died a member, (foreigners and sojourners excepted,) 
nor unless he has been advanced to the Third Degree of Masonry. 

Sec. 36. All Master Masons, in good standing, who have been duly elected 
and installed to preside over regularly-chartered Lodges, shall be recognized by 
this Grand Lodge and its Subordinates as actual Past Masters, who alone shall 
have the right to install their successors in office ; to be present at the ceremony 
of installing Masters of Lodges ; to help constitute Past Masters' Lodges, con- 
sisting of three or more, for the purpose of conferring the Past Master's Degree 
on newly-elected blasters ; to preside over Lodges in the presence of, and if 
requested to do so by the Master, or either of its Wardens, in the absence of 
the Master ; and, if a member of a Lodge under its jurisdiction, to be present 
at any communication of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 37. Master Masons, members of Subordinate Lodges, in good stand- 
ing, free from charges, and not in arrears for dues, not residents within, or 
about to remove from the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, shall, on applica- 
tion, be entitled to receive demits from such Lodges : Provided, that no set or 
number of brethren shall withdraw or separate themselves from the Lodge in 
which they were made brethren or admitted members, unless the members of 
such Lodge become too numerous — nor even then, without a Dispensation 
from the Grand Master, or for the purpose of joining another, or of forming a 
new Lodge. 

Sec 38. All unaffiliated Masons, residing within the jurisdiction of this

Grand Lodge, shall be subject to the government of the Order and !*» amenable 
to the Grand Lodge and its Subordinates for the performance of nil their Mu 
sonic obligations, excepting those special duties resulting from membership, 
and may, therefore, ho tried and punched for unmasonic conduct by the Grand 
Lodge, or the Lodges of the jurisdiction in which they reside. 

Sec. 39. Unaffiliated Masons shall not hare the right to receive pecuniary 
aid, or to visit Lodges in generul ; to walk in Masonic processions, unless in- 
vited by the presiding officer ; nor shall they have the right to lie buried Ma- 
sonically, unless by Dispensation of tho Grand Master. 

Sec. 40. All Masons unaffiliated, as well as affiliated, shall have the in- 
alienable Masonic right to nid in imminent peril, when they ask for that aid in 
the proper and constitutional manner. 

Sec. 41. All chartered Lodges, under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, 
shall have full power and authority to perform that duty which requires them 
to exercise penal jurisdiction over all Masons, unaffiliated aa well as affiliated, 
within their respective geographical jurisdictions, for violations of moral or 
Masonic law : — for all Masons arc bound by their tenor strictly to obey them ; 
“ to live honestly, to injure nobody, and to render to every one their just due 
to conform to the rules laid down in the Ancient Charges, and follow the moral 
and Masonic precepts in our time-honored ritual, forms, and ceremonies : — 
hence, profane swearing, great impiety, neglect of social and domestic duties, 
murder, cruelty, adultery, dishonesty, petjury, malevolence, habitual falsehood, 
inordinate covetousness, and the numerous other vices injuriously affecting the 
relations of man to God, his ueighbor and himself; unseemly or irreverent con- 
duct in the Lodge ; private piques and quarrels, brought info the Lodge ; im 
prudent conversation in relation to Masonry in the presence of uninitiated 
strangers; withholding relief when applied for by a worthy brother ; wrung 
ling, “quarreling, backbiting, ami slander ;” improper revelation* ; undue 
solicitations for candidates ; angry and over-zealous argument- in favor of Ma 
sonry with its enemies ; all acts tending to impair the unsullied purity of the 
Order ; want of reverence for, and of obedience to, Masonic superiors ; ex 
pressing contemptuous opinions of the original rules und patrons of Ma«otirr, 
or of the institution itself ; countenancing imposter* ; holding Masonic inter 
course with clandestine Masons, or visiting irregular Lodges — ore, all and each, 
violations of moral and Masonic law, and, therefore. Masonic crimes, for whi**h 
the perpetrators shall be amenable to Masonic punishment. 

Sec. 42. The Masonic punishment which may ami shall be indicted by 
this Grand Lodge and its Subordinates for the moral and Ma>«»nic crime* thu- 
specified, shall be, either censure, reprimand, exclusion, definite or indefinite 
suspension, or expulsion from the Lodge, or expulsion from all the rights and 
privileges of Masonry. 

Sec. 43. Censure shall be simply an expression of the opinion, by a vote of 
a majority of the members present, that the Lodge disapproves of the conduct 
of a Brother, and may be done on motion of a Brother, with or w ithout notice. 

Sec. 44. A reprimand may be either privato or public ; but shall not be 
given except by a majority vote of the members present, nor until the offender 
has had due notice aud an opportunity for explanation or excuse, nor by any 
one but the acting Master, in the manner and form he may deem proper, to the 
offender, in private, or in open Lodge from his appropriate station. 
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Sec. 45. Exclusion from a Lodge may be for the time being, by order of 
the acting Master, or for a definite or indefinite time by vote of the Lodge after 
a regular trial. The Master shall have the right to exclude temporarily from 
his Lodge, any member or Mason, when, in his judgment, his presence will 
impair its peace and harmony, he being amenable to the Grand Lodge or Grand 
Master for the justness of his decisions. A Lodge may, after regular trial, 
exclude a member for a definite or indefinite period, during which the Brother, 
so excluded, shall be deprived of all the rights and privileges of a member of 
that particular Lodge, but of no others. 

Sec. 46. Suspension and expulsion from Lodges, are penalties which deprive 
Masons, either temporarily or permanently, of all the rights and privileges of 
affiliated worthy Master Masons, such as holding Masonic communion with 
Masons, visiting Lodges, receiving Masonic aid, and Masonic burial. No 
Brother shall be deprived of these rights and privileges, by such suspension or 
expulsion, from any Lodge, except by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present of such Lodge, and after lawful trial and conviction. 

Sec. 47. Expulsion from all the rights and privileges of Masonry, places a 
Mason entirely without the pale of the Order, as effectually as if he had never 
been initiated. It deprives him of all his Masonic rights and privileges, both 
as a member of a Lodge and of the Masonic Fraternity ; of the right to Ma- 
soniy charity, to visit Lodges, to join in private or public ceremonies and pro- 
cessions of the Order, of conversing with other Masons upon Masonic subjects, 
and of Masonic burial. Expulsion from all the rights and privileges of Masonry, 
is a penalty which the Grand Lodge alone shall inflict, by its own action or by 
that of its Subordinates, acting as its agents and by the authority hereby granted, 
and after a regular Masonic trial and conviction, in which case its action shall 
l»c final, until approved or disapproved by the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 48. All trials for Masonic offenses, in Lodges under the jurisdiction 
of this Grand Lodge, shall be as follows : 

A regular charge in writing, specifying the nature of the offense, and signed 
by the accuser, shall be delivered to the Secretary, who shall read it at the next 
regular communication, at which time the Master shall appoint the time and 
place for trial, of which it shall be the duty of the Secretary to give due and 
timely notice to the accused, who shall be entitled to a copy of the charges and 
to ample time and opportunity to prepare his defense. 

Sec. 49. All Masonic trials shall be in Lodge of the highest Degree to 
which the accused has attained, in which the examination of witnesses shall 
take place in the presence of both the accused and accuser, who shall have the 
right to be present at all examinations of witnesses, in or out of the Lodge, and 
to propose, in person or by their Masonic counsel, such relevant questions as 
they may desire. 

Sec. 50. After the trial is concluded, the accused and accuser shall be 
requested to retire, and, in case the trial has been in a Lodge of Entered 
Apprentices or Fellow-Crafts, the Lodge shall then be opened on the Third 
Degree ; for no decision shall be made for or against a brother after regular trial, 
except in a Master Masons’ Lodge, in which the question of guilty or not guilty 
shall be put by the Master, and decided by a regular ballot, in which all the 
memlKTs present shall be required to vote, and of which two-thirds shall be 
black, or the accused shall he declared not guilty. 
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Sec. 51. If the verdict is guilty, the Master, or prodding officer, shall pat 
the question as to the amount of punishment, beginning with the highest and 
ending with the lowest Masonic punishment herein provided. The vote on the 
nature of the punishment may ho taken by show of hands, and decided by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present. 

Sec. 52. If the residence of the accused is not known, or, if upon due sum- 
mons, he refuses or neglects to attend, a Lodge may proceed to trial without 
his presence. 

Sec. 53. In trials by the Grand Lodge, tho testimony may be taken in 
committee, but the decisions shall Ik? made in open Lodge. 

Sec. 54. The witnesses in all Masonic trials, whether Masons or not, shall 
be persons who have tho uso of their reason, and such religious belief at to feel 
tho obligations of an oath ; who have not been convirted of any infamous mme, 
and who are not influenced by interest. 

Sec. 55. The testimony of Masons shall be taken in Lodge or in committee , 
that of competent persons, not Masons, by a committee, on oath, adminihtcred 
by a competent legal officer, and may be by affidavit. 

Sec. 56. All Subordinate Lodges shall have the right to assume and exer- 
cise penal, geographical and personal jurisdiction over their members, and other 
Masons residing or sojourning within their respective jurisdictions. The penal 
jurisdiction of Lodges shall bo^that which they are authorised to exercise for 
the trial, conviction And punishment of Masonic offenses ; their geographical, 
a territory extending in all directions half-way to the nearest Lodge ; and their 
personal, that which they may exercise over their members, respective or irre- 
spective of geographical jurisdiction. 

A Lodge shall have the right to exercise both penal and personal jurisdiction 
over all its members, wherever they may reside, and penal jurisdiction over all 
unaifiliated Masons and members of Lodges {residing within their geographical 
jurisdiction : Provided , that the Lodges of which they are members are not in 
the same jurisdiction. 

Lodges shall not exercise penal jurisdiction over Masons, not its members, 
residing in another State, territory, or country, in which there is a Grand Lodge , 
nor over their Master or the Grand Master, they being responsible to the Grand 
Lodge alone. 

Sec. 57. All Masons shall have the right to appeal from the decisions of 
Subordinate Lodges to the Grand Lodge, in which case the Lodge shall famish 
the Grand Lodge and the appellant with an attested copy of its proceedings on 
the trial, and such testimony in its possession as he may require for hie defense 
In all cases of appeal, the Grand Lodge shall have the authority to refer the 
case back for new trial ; to alter or amend ; to confirm, reverse, or to abrogate 
decisions of its Subordinates. 

Sec. 58. Restoration after definite exclusion or suspension from a Lodge, 
shall take place at the expiration of the time specified in the sentence. 

Restoration after indefinite suspension or exclusion from a Lodge, shall be 
by the action of such Lodge at a regular meeting after due notice, and by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present. 

Restoration after expulsion from a Lodge, shall be by action of such Lodge at 
a regular meeting, after due notice given at a previous regular meeting, and by 
regular ballot, which shall be unanimous. 
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Sec. 59. Restoration of Masons, expelled from all the rights and privileges 
of Masonry, shall be by the Grand Lodge alone, and may be by direct action of 
the Grand Lodge or by confirmation by it, of a two-thirds vote to restore, taken 
at a regular meeting after due notice given at a previous regular meeting of the 
Lodge by which the penalty was inflicted. 

Sec. 60. No addition or amendment shall be made to these laws, unless 
such addition or amendment shall be proposed in writing and placed upon the 
minutes at one regular communication of the Grand Lodge, and adopted at the 
next by a two-thirds vote of the members of the Grand Lodge then present. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS. 

Regulation 1 . The Annual Grand Communication of the Grand Lodge 
shall be held at Springfield, on the second Tuesday in June of each year, at 
which time the Grand Officers shall be elected and appointed in the manner 
prescribed by the Constitution. 

Reg. 2. The Grand Master, and in his absence from his jurisdiction the 
Deputy Grand Master, shall be the executive officer of the Grand Lodge, and, 
in the intervals between each Grand Communication, exercise all the authority 
and perform all acts proper for the Grand Lodge to authorize and perform 
during such communications, not inconsistent with the rights and duties of 
Ancient Grand Masters, as defined by the Ancient Constitutions and landmarks 
of the Order. 

He shall on the first and second evenings of each annual Grand Communica- 
tion, if not inconsistent with other duties, instruct the Master and Wardens 
present in regard to the forms and ceremonies to be used in opening, closing, 
calling from and to labor, and the mode of conferring the Three Degrees in their 
respective Lodges. He shall also have the authority to issue Letters of Dis- 
pensation to Lodges of Instruction, ip such localities, for such length of time, 
and under such regulations as to him shall seem proper; and the authority to 
appoint one or more Grand Lecturers, whose duty it shall be to visit Lodges 
and give such instructions as shall be adopted and approved by the Grand 
Lodge or Grand Master. 

Reg. 3. At each annual communication of the Grand Lodge, as soon as 
practicable after its organization, the Grand Master shall appoint the following 
committees: — 

First. A Committee on Credentials, consisting of three members, whose 
duty it shall be to examine the credentials of all Masons claiming the right of 
membership, and report their names and Masonic connection to the Grand 
Lodge. 

Second. A Committee to Examine Visiting Brethren, consisting of three 
members, whose duty it shall be to examine all visiting brethren, and report 
their names, address, and Masonic connection to the Grand Lodge. 

Third. A Committee on Returns of Work of Chartered Lodges, consisting of 
seven members, whose duty it shall be to examine the returns of proceedings 
and work of Chartered Lodges, and report the same to the Grand Lodge. 
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Fourth. A Committee on Lodge* Under Dispensation, consisting of five 
members, whoso duty it shall Ihj to examine the record* of the proceeding* and 
returns of work of Lodges Under Dispensation, and to report to the Grand 
Lodge if, or not, in their opinion, charters should be granted to such Lodges. 

Fifth. A Committee on Appeals and Grievances, consisting of five members, 
whose duty it shall be to examine and report upon all appeals anil petitions on 
grievances which shall come before the Grand Lodge. 

Sixth. A Committee on Finance, consisting of three members, whose duty 
it shall bo to examine and report on all accounts to them referred, and to make 
a full report, before the close of each Annual Grand Communication, of the 
financial condition of the Grand Lodge. 

Before the close of cacIi Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, the 
Grand Master shall also appoint three standing committees for tint ensuing 
Masonic year, each consisting of three members. 

First. A Standing Committee on Foreign Correspondence, whose duty it 
shall be to examine the correspondence and documents from other Grand 
Lodges in correspondence with this Grand Lodge, ami report at each annual 
communication whatever may seem of sufficient importance ami interest to 
demand its attention or action. 

Second . A Standing Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence, whose duty it 
shall bo to examine and re|>ort upon all quostions, documents, and papers re- 
quiring investigations and decisions upon points of Masonic law, and to make 
such annual reports os it may deem proper. 

Third. A Standing Committee on Library, the duty of which shall be to 
take charge of the Library of the Grand Lodge ; to examine, select, ami pur- 
chase books, charts, and such other documents and papers, when authorised so 
to do by the Grand Lodge, und to make such annual report* as may stein 
necessary and proper. 

Reo. 4. The Grand Warden* shall assist the Grand Master in seeing that 
the ancient landmarks are preserved throughout the jurisdiction. 

Reo. 5. The Grand Treasurer shall have charge of all the funds, property, 
securities, and vouchers of the Grand Lodge ; and it shall be his duty to attend 
at all Grand Communications, and, if required by the Grand Master, to meet 
Graud Officers and Grand Committees with the books and all necessary docu- 
ments relating to his office ; to make a full report at the annual Grand Com- 
munication ; to give bonds with security for the faithful performance of his 
duty, such as shall be approved by the Grand Master ; and, finally, to pay or 
deliver over to his successor in office, or such other person or persons as the 
Grand Lodge may appoint, all the funds, property, securities, vouchers, 
records, and books belonging to the Grand Lodge. 

Reg. 6 . The Grand Secretary shall attend at all regular and special com- 
munications of the Grand Lodge, and duly record its proceedings, and shall 
receive and accurately account for, and promptly pay or deliver over to the 
Grand Treasurer all the funds and property of the Grand Lodge from whatever 
source, taking his receipt for the same. He shall keep a record of the returns 
made by Subordinate Lodges ; receive and preserve all petitions, applications, 
appeals, and other documents ; sign, certify to, and duly seal all instruments 
of writing emanating from the Grand Lodge ; conduct the correspondence of 
the Grand Lodge under the direction of the Grand Master ; and report annually 
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to the several Grand Lodges in correspondence with this Grand Lodge the 
names of Grand Officers elected. 

He shall, at each annual Grand Communication, make a report to the Grand 
Lodge of money received and paid over to the Grand Treasurer ; of failure or 
want of punctuality on the part of Subordinate Lodges in paying dues and 
making proper returns ; and of such other matters as, in his judgment, may 
require action of the Grand Lodge. 

He shall, in due time, previous to each annual Grand Communication, fur- 
nish each Subordinate Lodge with blank returns, with such instructions in 
regard to them as lie may deem proper. 

lie shall also give bonds with security, such as shall be approved by the 
Grand Master, for the faithful performance of his official duties, and for the 
prompt delivery to his successor in office, of all the books, papers, and other 
property of the Grand Lodge. 

Reg. 7. The Grand Chaplain shall attend the communications of the Grand 
Lodge and perform the religious services. 

Reg. 8. The Grand Marshal shall proclaim the Grand Officers at their 
installations, introduce the representatives of foreign Grand Lodges and distin- 
guished visiting brethreu, and conduct processions of the Grand Lodge. 

Reg. 9. The Grand Standard Bearer shall take charge of the Grand Stand- 
ard of the Order in processions and public ceremonies. 

Reg. 10. The Grand Sword Bearer shall carry the sword in procession, and 
perform such other duties as by ancient usage pertains to his office. 

Reg. 11 . The Grand Stewards shall have the immediate superintendence, 
under the direction of the Junior Grand Warden, in the provisions to be made 
on all festive occasions. 

Reg. 12. The Grand Pursuivant shall communicate with the Grand Tyler, 
announce all applicants for admission hy their Masonic address, names, and 
connection, and take charge of the jewels and regalia. 

Reg. 13. The Grand Tyler shall guard the door of the Grand Lodge on it> 
outside, report all persons claiming admission, and see that none enter but 
such as are duly authorized and properly clothed. 

The Grand Tyler shall have all the rights and be entitled to all the honors 
of other Grand Officers except the right to vote. 

Reg. 14. Masters and Wardens of Subordinate Lodges, when they cannot 
attend in person, may, under their hand and seal, depute any member of their 
I^odge of equal or superior rank to those deputing to act for them in the Grand 
Ix)dge : Provided , that no Brother shall be appointed as proxy for all three of 
the first officers of a Lodge who has not attained the rank of Past Master. 

Reg. 15. Present and Past Grand Officers, holding offices in Subordinate 
I^odgcs, shall have all the rights and privileges in the Grand Lodge of present 
and past officers of their respective Lodges and of the Grand Lodge. 

Reg. 16. All Lodges Subordinate to this Grand Lodge, shall, immediately 
after each annual election by such Lodge, report to the Grand Secretary the 
names of the officers elected and appointed ; and shall, on or before the first day 
of each annual Grand Communication, deliver to him a full and accurate list 
of officers and members ; of Masons admitted members, candidates initiated, 
brethren passed and raised ; of demits, deaths, exclusions, suspensions, expul- 
sions, and rejections of candidates for membership and initiation, and shall 
each pay into the Grand Treasury as Grand Lodge dues as follows : — 
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Kko. 17. For every member residing in iu jurisdiction, Fifty Cent* ; for 
every Mason admitted a member, and for every rnndidate initiated, Fifty Cent*; 
for every Entered Apprentice, passed to the Degree of Fellow Craft, and for 
every Fellow Craft raised to the Sublime Degree of Master Mason, Twenty- 
Five Cents. For every Letter or Warrant of Dispensation there shall also be 
paid into the Grand Treasury the sum of Fifty Dollars, and for every Charter 
or Warrant of Constitution, the sum of Ten Dollars, and the further sum of 
Two Dollars to the Grand Secretary in this and in all cases in which the seal 
of the Grand Lodge is required to be affixed. 

Rkq. 18. The representatives of Subordinate Ixxlges shall not be entitled 
to all the rights and privileges of members of the Grand Lodge at its annual 
Grand Communications until their returns and dues are deposited with the 
Grand Secretary, as shall appear by his re|>ort to the Grand Lodge. 

Reo. 19. All Grand Officers of this Grand Lodge, and the delegation col- 
lectively of each Subordinate Lodge represented in the Grand Lodge, at each 
annual Grand Communication, shall be allowed Ten Cents per mile for the 
distance as computed by sections from the place of residence of such officers or 
representatives, and Two Dollars per day for each day's punctual attendance, 
to be ascertained by the Committee on Mileage and per diem, and paid by the 
Grand Treasurer to the order of the chairman of said committee. 

Reg. 20. No addition, alteration, or amendment shall be made to these 
Regulations, except at a regular communication of the Grand Lodge, nor unless 
such addition, alteration, or amendment be proposed in writing and placed on 
file by the Grand Secretary, and adopted, on a subsequent day of such commu- 
nication, by all the members of the Grand Lodge then present.

THE GRAND LODGE OF ILLINOIS,

Bkethkkx : 

The long and eventful reign of David had drawn to a close, and Solomon 
sat upon the throne of his father. Almost five centuries had elapsed since 
Moses had erected by Divine Command a tabernacle after the pattern that was 
|^own him by the great Lawgiver. It was constructed with curtains of fine 
twined linen, of blue and purple and scarlet. This tabernacle was the temple 
of the tented hosts of Israel, and in it dwelt the presence of Israel’s God. 

I flfeThc weary pilgrimage of the wilderness had ended — their enemies had been 
^Rven out from the promised land— judges and prophets had instructed the 
people, moulding into order and permanence their institutions, and preparing 
m for the proud position they were soon to occupy among the nations of the 
u ld. The Shepherd boy, laying aside his crook and sling, had bowed his head 
the anointing hand of the prophet, and then seizing the sceptre and the 
Td, and placing himself at the head of Israel’s armies, had led them forth 
rious war. Jerusalem, the pride and glory, as it was the last strong- 
of Judea, had been wrested from the Jebusites. The nation’s home was 
longer on the tented field, but in the busy city ; a royal palace had been 
ted for their king, but for the priests, and for the ark of the covenant, the 
bol of Jehovah’s presence, there was only the tabernacle, its curtains rent, 
■ fc* colors faded, and its earthly glory departed. David in his wisdom had eon- 
I pniplatcd the building of a house for his God, a home for those who ministered 
it his altars, and a temple whero the great nation might come and offer its j 
flees, and render its homage. The thought was worthy of the illustrious king, 
I ft* the wise monarch was worthy of the thought. To Solomon his son, how- 
''vcr. he bequeathed the greater glorv of executing this grand design.

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It U to this period of Jewish history, Friends and Brethren, that our Maiouir 
traditions bear us back to day, nnd wo have thought thnt it misfit not inap- 
propriate to spend a few moments in considering the origin of our institution, 
the reasons for its symbolic language, and the elements of its strength and 
perpetuity. 

In the building of the temple there were employed three (intrid Ma«h;r«, 
three thousuud three hundred Masters or overseers of the work, eighty thousand 
hewers in the mountains, nnd seventy thousand bearers of burd« ns. In order 
that this vast multitude might work together in harmony, rarh u< roraplishing 
his appropriate lalior in accordance with the unity of flic arehitr< turnl designs, 
it was necessary that the most perfect order and regularity should !*• observed. 

From the forests of Lebanon, from the quarries of the mountains, and from 
the islands of the sea were gathered the materials already prepared for their 
position in the building, nnd yet, when tin* structure was finally completed, 
every part lilted together with such exactness, that it had more the appearanc e 
of the handy work of the Supreme Architect of the l invert:, than of human 
hands. 

It is impossible not to be struck with astonishment at tin) accomplishment of 
such a wonderful result. Tyrians and Jews to the number of one hundred and 
fifty thousand and three hundred men were employed during a j*riod of seven 
years, under the direction of the Kings of Israel and Tyre, and Hiram the 
Architect, and vet, peace ami harmony among the workmen, and the most per 
feet accuracy iti the details of the work, were attained through th** wisdom and 
judgment of the three (irand Masters. 

In the construction of such an edifice, different guide* <»f *kiil were required. 
The bearers of burdens were those who posse v-cd th»* Ira't knowledge, who had 
not yet l>ecn taught to work by the square, or to use the gavel. Their physical 
force was directed and controlled by their older nnd more experienced brethren. 
The eighty thousand hewers in the mountains were men who had carefully 
studied their art, whose skill hail l>cen proved, and whose knowledge of mathe- 
matics nnd architecture commended them to the trust and confidence of the 
Masters. By them the timl*ers were prepared in the forests where they grew 
for the position they were ultimately destined to occupy in the temple at Jeru- 
salem ; the stones were squared and numbered in the quarries where they wen- 
raised, every piece so perfect that us it was lifted to its place iu the walls, then* 
was not heard the sound of axe or hammer, or any toed of iron. This accu- 
racy, however, was not attained without the strictest vigilance. The three 
thousand three hundred overseers issued their orders to the different companies 
under their care, and carefully inspected tin- material a> it was brought up for 
the building, promptly rejecting all that was imperfect or unlit for use. 

This seemed to he a natural classification of the workmen, growing out of 
the necessities of the case, und having reference solely to the completion of the 
temple at the earliest possible period, and with the greatest possible perfection. 
The results of this association, however, have been much more lasting and much 
more important than was anticipated by those immediately interested in the 
great work in which they were then engaged. I need not say to my Masonic 
brethren, that, in the hearers of burdens, the hewers in the mountains, and the 
overseers, wc have our Entered Apprentices, Fellow' Crafts and Masters. This, 
however, was but operative Masonry, and wc have thus briefly referred to it for 
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the purpose of introducing speculative Masonry, or that system of education 
and morality, by which this vast multitude were instructed in the art, and taught 
the duties which they owed to God and to each other. 

It is a mistaken idea that association is a thing of the present age ; it has 
always existed since man became conscious of his weakness and his strength • 
of his weakness, isolated from his fellow man ; of his strength, when the great 
heart of our common humanity beats in sympathy with his own, waking an 
earnest wish for the common good, and for the common right. Solomon 
recognized this power, and proved it in the accomplishment of stupendous 
physical results. He also knew its moral powder, and sought to wield it for 
good, by creating in the minds of this vast company of laborers, a common 
interest, bv exciting in their hearts a common sympathy, and by teaching them 
a common morality and a common worship. The wise man was not only a 
great king, but lie was possessed of a heart full of generous impulses and warm 
with a universal philanthropy. Zealous for the worship of the God of his 
fathers, and justly proud of the position which his people hold among surround- 
ing kingdoms, he taught no religious bigotry, and fostered no national jealousies. 
On the contrary, with a view to the greatest good of those employed in his 
service, he sought to unite in a common brotherhood, men of different nation- 
alities, and different religious faith. 

The objects of this association were two-fold; first, for instruction in those arts 
and sciences necessary to qualify Entered Apprentices and Craftsmen to become 
Masters or Overseers; second, to inculcate moral truth, both for its own sake, 
,uid for the influence which it might have in promoting harmony and regularity, 
oid in securing obedience among the workmen. 

Such my brethren, were the circumstances, and such may we suppose, to 
have been some of the motives, influencing our Grand Masters in calling together 
the builders of the first temple for other purposes than those of physical labor. 

The natural groupings arising from grades of skill and office, of families and 
tribes and nations, only needed a directing mind to marshal them into order. 
'Plie elements of organization already existed. In sympathy they were already 
united by the common object of their labors, and their hearts gladly yielded to 
a mystic tie that made them more than friends — brothers. 

Under the guiding hand of the king of Israel, a living temple was erected, 
consecrated to morality, w herein were taught the sublime principles of brotherly 
love, relief and truth. The walls of this speculative temple were composed of 
living men ; its supports, the cardinal virtues, fortitude, temperance, justice and 
prudence; its jewels ever bright, the attentive ear, the instructive tongue, and 
the faithful breast ; its lights the Holy Bible, the richest, best gift of the great 
Vrchitect of the Universe, and those eternal principles of truth and duty 
implanted in every human breast; its dome the lofty arch of heaven, all stud- 
ded with the glorious hopes inspired at its altars. Its outer courts were com- 
posed of those who had made the least advances in moral science ; its middle 
• h ambers of those who had growui strong in the discharge of duty, and its Holy 
t Holies of those lovers of truth, the pulsations of whose great hearts thrilling 
long its lofty aisles and trembling against its living walls, infused into them 
the warmth of love and the strength of virtue. 

We have said that this Temple was erected under the guidiog hand of the 
king of Israel. Rather, my brethren, let us say that its w'ails grew up in their 
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just proportion* uml proper relations in obedicnca to UMooiMuu»d»ef ihegsmt 
Master of the Universe, and in accordance with tbs designs laid down in the 
Trcstic-lloard of His Providential government. The beauty and grandeur of 
this moral structure were created by the same hand that fashioned the heavens, 
that scattered through the broad fields of space the countless stars, giving to 
man the power to marshal their hosts, to weigh the planets, to trace their wan- 
derings, and to look with wonder and with reverence epoa their wyeserions 
forms. Jupiter with his broad l>eUs, Saturn with his rings, end with her 
pale and maculated face ; by the same hand that painted upon the geese o 4 the 
east the beauties of the opening dnv, and upon The western »kv thr dnnr* of 
tho evening twilight.

influences by which the vices and superfluities of life are removed, and the 
symmetry and beauty of moral character attained. The Square, used to try 
the work and detect imperfections, represents that standard of moral right by 
which our motives und actions should be compared and made to correspond ; 
and as not a single stone that came from tho quarry conld be placed in the 
walls until it had been tested by this useful instrument, and its form found per- 
fect, so does our institution require a careful examination of the moral charac- 
ter of every individual who would enter our speculative temple. 

The idea of equality among men, so far as their natural rights are concerned, 
was taught by the Level ; while uprightness of life and rectitude of conduct 
were enforced by the Plumb. The employment of these instruments for the 
purpose of impressing upon those so familiar with their uses the great truths 
of morality and the virtues of social life is so natural that we can hardly under- 
stand how it could have been otherwise. Wo cannot forbear alluding to the 
moral application of one other instrument of operative Masonrv. The Trowel, 
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used for spreading cement, and thus binding together the different components 
of a structure, teaches us, my brethren, to make use of all those influences 
which cherish the feeling of mutual love and confidence, the tme cement bind- 
ing societies together and rendering them efficient for the accomplishment of 
great and noble deeds. How beautiful the emblem ! How appropriate its 
use ! 

These are but a very few instances illustrating the wisdom of our ancient 
teachers in introducing terms derived from the daily avocations of those whom 
they instructed, and most happily adapted to convey faithfully and forcibly the 
idea. They have come down to us from that remote antiquity, and, notwith- 
standing all the changes which thirty centuries have wrought in society, in 
governments and in language, these terms still retain their beautiful signifi- 
cance, teaching the same sublime truths, and enforcing the practice of the same 
public and private virtues. 

The other element in the language of our ritual we have said was to be 
traced to the spirit of the age in which our institution originated. This was 
eminently a poetic one. The obelisks of Egypt, covered with hieroglyphics, 
have transmitted the legendary history of those early times. The rude dialects 
of Phoenicia and Chaldea abounded in startling metaphors and beautiful similes. 
By the very meagreness of artificial language, the imagination was stimulated 
and the inventive genius of the age was constantly employed in appropriating, 
both from nature and from art, new instruments for the expression of the emo- 
tions of the human soul and for the conveyance of its thought. 

It was at this period, or near it, that the sounding verse of Homer echoed 
along the shores of the Ionic and JEgean seas, startling the simple islanders, 
arousing in their bosoms the wildest euthusiasm, and erecting for himself, in 
the language of a later Homan poet, a monument more enduring than brass, 
higher than the royal pyramids, one which neither the crumbling frosts of win- 
ter, nor the rains of summer, nor the flight of centuries has been able to destroy. 
In the lofty epic of the blind old bard of Scio, arc combined all the graces of 
ancient and modern poetry. Whatever is grand in imagination, beautiful in 
sentiment, and delicate in expression, are here so skillfully and sweetly blended, 
that generations of poets, through all ages since, have done him homage. 

Who shall say that the same spirit, that, at Chios and Io and Ithica, breathed 
itself forth in liquid Grecian measures, did not nestle among the hills and val- 
leys of Judea, and play around the harp-strings of Israel's minstrel-king, waking 
there the sweetest strains of devotional poetry that have ever fallen upon the ear 
ot man, bearing, on the wings of its faith and hope, the human heart lovingly up 
to its great Father. 

Solomon himself inherited the poetic genius, and in his inimitable songs and 
wise proverbs, he has left ns an abundant evidence that his imagination, no 
less than his intellect, was of the highest order, and had been most judiciously 
cultivated. 

We very naturally look for the evidences of this imaginative spirit in the 
institutions of the age. I need only refer my Masonic brethren to a few partic- 
ulars in which our Order has brought down to us the beautiful creations of that 
poetic period. In our traditions they are abundant, and in our monitors, or 
published manuals, they are sufficient to suggest, to the uninitiated, the anti- 
quity of our organization, and the relation which its language bears to that of 
the golden age of Hebrew history. 
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The Hour-glass teat he* u* that tiu> sands ol life are ever wanting, that 
silver rorcl will noon bo looted, and the golden bowl broken. 

The Scythe admonishes us that Death in a triumphant conqueror, that, how- 
ever strong wc may bo in our youth or our manhood, we molt at laat feel his chill- 
ing breath creeping around our very heart*, and drying up the fountain* of our 
lives ; but, at our altar*, wc arc also taught, that when we have pnt off thin outer 
garment, thin tabernacle in which the npirit now dwell*, when wc have become 
poor and naked and destitute, so far as this world is concerned, that, when we 
,ve Accomplished the labor of life, and become disciplined by it* trials and in- 
itructed by the providential dispensation* of the Grand Master above, we shall 
bo received into that Celestial I^odgc where the Supreme Architect of the Uni- 
verse presides. This belief in immortality has a beautiful symbol Those of 
you who have witnessed our funeral services, have observed that each Mason, 
os he follows the remains of his departed brother, wean in hts bosom a sprig of 
evergreen, which, during the solemn services around the grave, is deposited 
with the silont dead. In the boar of our sorrow, the evergreen, Ming it* form 
of life and beauty above the snowy bosom of the cold, dead earth, and amid 
the chilling winds of the dying year, reminds us that we have within us an 
mmortal principle, that shall never, unvsa, no, never die, pointing us to a 
spring-time of eternal joy and gladness, where the associations so sadly inter- 
rupted on earth, shall be renewed. To the initiated. It is easy to trace the 
language of these emblems hack to the times of SokxnoQ and Hiram, and in 
their incorporation into the ritual of Mason r- nnect them with the poetic 

spirit of those palmy days. 

But we must not linger among the forms ol' our Order, so per fe ct in theas- 
selvcs, and so full of meaning. The faith which they inspire, the hopes which 
they cherish, and the charity which they teach, constitute the elements of it* 
strength and perpetuity. 

The faith of Masonry is a universal one. It ac knowledge* one God, and 
recognizes the duty of worship and oitcdtencc, but the forms of worship if does 
not prescribe. The Hebrew brother, borne back by saerrd and traditionary 
history to the days of Judea’s glory, may stand with Solomon in the newly 
finished temple, and as the fire comes down, and the glory of the Lord upon 
the house, he may bow himself, and worship and pmf-e the t>nrd, civirv*. M fr 
he is good, for his mercy endureth forever.’ 

The Greek, whose mythology was crowded >wth timiy i 
acknowledged a universal intelligence, — superintending and go> < . 
and of whom we all are the offspring,— the Pater Zeus, the thundering Ja 
With this faith in the God of gods, ho came, and knocking at the doors of 
mystic temple they opened to receive him. The follower of the Prophet, hh 
face turned devoutly towards Mecca’s shrine, asked in Allah 1 * name, 
sion. He received a brother’s welcome and knelt with brothers around 
common altar ; while the Christian, liis heart beating quick and warm, as he 
looks on the cross all stained with the Redeemer’s blood, may And in this 

treat, a fit place to pour into the Father’s ear his love and confidence. 

We luivc already alluded when speaking of the language of onr ritual, to 
■the hopes which our Order cherishes ; they are fall of encouragement to the 
worn and weary, and of consolation to the sorrowing ones ; to the trembling 
hand is presented the anchor of unshaken tnist, and to the poor, bruised, storm- 
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beaten heart, panting amid the billows of uncertainty, and putting up its pit- 
eous cry for help, the ark of refuge. 

The last round of the ladder of the angels, the one nearest heaven, and far- 
thest removed from the selfishness of earth, is charity. 

Whatever estimate we may place upon knowledge, however high may bo 
our appreciation of science, and however enthusiastic wc may be in the culti- 
vation of literature, wc must nevertheless acknowledge that all that is great 
ind good in human action, all that would fill to the brim the cup of human 
joy, or abstract the bitter dregs from the cup of human suffering, comes not so 
much from the head, as from the heart. The truly great ones of this world, 
have been those whose souls have been filled with an out-gushing love for the 
race, who have embraced in their big arms, our common humanity, folding it 
closely to their warm bosoms, breathing softly upon its pallid cheek, and 
shielding it from the rude blasts of misfortune, of envy, and of crime. 

We do not by any means claim that charity or love is exclusively Masonic ; 
it is the noblest attribute of the race, the divinest emotion that has ever stirred 
the deep waters of the human heart, causing its tides of joy to well up and 
flow forth in continual streams of active benevolence. It is for this very rea- 
son that it constitutes the strength and glory of Masonry. In our ceremonies 
wc have the most beautiful and impressive lessons enforcing the practice of 
this virtue. 

You, my brethren, know full well, how often the liberal hand of our Order 
has been opened to supply the wants of the destitute, to feed the hungry, 
to clothe the naked, and to throw around those whom the cold world in its 
pride and scorn had deserted, that mantle of sympathy and love, which covereth 
a multitude of sins. 

These three graces — -Faith, Hope, and Charity — have been denominated 
Christian ; they are truly so, but they have a wider application ; they belong to 
all the families of our race, to all who render homage to our unseen Father, to 
all whose anxious dreams look forward to a land of brighter skies, and sunnier 
vales, and fairer flowers, and holier hearts; to all who look on man with kind- 
ness, and feel the tendrils of fraternal love clinging sweetly and fondly around 
the soul, binding it into the great sheaf of our universal brotherhood. 

For this reason, in the organization of our institution, they have been wisely 
introduced as the three great elements of its strength, and constitute the grand 
reasons why, amid the changes of centuries, the attacks of open foes and pre- 
tended friends, it still continues as strong in its advocacy of truth, a & firm in 
its opposition to error, and as active in its deeds of mercy, us when it first grew 
u j> under the fostering hand of the Great Master. 

It is for this reason that it has spread itself through all climates and all 
lands. Masonic temples are erected in all our cities, villages and hamlets, 
while the emblems of Masonry are found among nearly every nation on the 
;lobe, and i^s language interpreted into almost every tongue. At home it 
divides with his fireside, his love and solicitude, and when far removed from 
country and friends, it mingles with his fatherland and hearthstone, in the last 
thoughts and dying memories of tiie true Mason. During the winter of 1853-4, 
Dr. Kane, with his little crew of bravo men, spent the long dreary Arctic night 
tithe icc of Smith’s Sound. An exploring party lost their way among the 
bergs and floes, and worn and weary laid themselves down to die. Who shall 
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say what thoughts of home ami loved ones far away tilled their hearts in th»< 
their hour of extreme suffering and threatened death • They planted over 
their little tent the Hag of their country, Hung to the cold winds of an eternal 
winter, u banner on which wore inscribed the emblem* of our Universal 
Brotherhood; and then, cheered by the faith and hope that had been inspired 
at our altars, they resigned themselves to the icy conch and snowy pillow to 
sleep the sleep that knows no waking, proving that a firm trust in the divine 
truths ami principles of our Order can afford comfort and consolation in tin 
gloomy hour of dissolution. Thank God, that by tho strong arms of trne and 
trusty Brothers they were rescued from impending death. The same emblems 
with tho same stars ami stripes wore subsequently planted on the farthest 
northern headlands ever reached by civilized man. 

Yes, my brethrei], |ho guardians of our threshold, more powerful to sustain 
and bless than the Senates of the ancient Komnn, arc the loving angels of the 
poet. 

“ There*F®Jth sublime with piercing eye, 

* And pinions llafterlng fur tho sky ; 

* Hers Hop®, that smiting *ng«i. stands, 

And golden anchors grmco her hands; 

There CharU y, In robos of white, 

Fairest and favorite maid of light."

But wc must not pursue this delightful theme further. • The temple of Sol- 
omon has crumbled to dust. That of Zcrubbabcl has yiehlcd tt» the corroding 
touch of Time, and it is for u* to crCct a third temple of reformation more 
glorious than those built by our fathers, and of which they were the feeble and 
imperfect types. Of this structure, you, my brethren of the Grand Lodge, are 
the Architects and Overseers, It. is for you to see that the different companies 
of tho workmen are properly organized and thoroughly instructed ; to watch 
carefully that no material bo received unless it have passed the Square, and 
have upon it the mark of the Master Builder, an honest heart, a sound mind, 
and a perfect body. 

Let the Gavel and the Trowel be faithfully used, removing deformities, and 
connecting indissolubly our living walls ; while tho volume of the sacred law 
and the emblems of virtue and duty are opened before its, let the truths it 
reveals and the precepts which they inculcate find a home in the heart, influ- 
encing the lifo and gushing forth in fountains of gladness, of which he only 
has tasted who has proved how much more blessed it is to give than to receive. 

The sagacious bee, it is true, may be attracted by the beauteous form and 
gorgeous colors of the petal, basking in tho warm kisses of tho sunlight, but it 
is only because they indicate the ncctnrcd sweets treasured deeply in tho heart 
of the fair flower. So, my brethren, while we love the outward forms of our 
Order, so full of grace and beauty, and so appropriate in their uses, let u« 
endeavor to catch the spirit they arc designed to embody. These externals of 
Masonry must finally, in tho dissolution of all things, perish ; but, there 
abideth Faith, IJope , Charity , these throe, hut tho greatest of these is Ciiabitv
